Not 
that the latter would be in any way 
harmed by such a development but 
it would have the effect of giving the 
ineident an importance which it does 
hot deserve. The most likely inter- 
pretation is that the action of San 
Salvador amounts to an expression 
of deflance with regard to the United 
States, though it may very well be 
that the former country has been pre- 
vailed upon to take the step it has 
for some advantage obtainable from 
Japan. ‘There might be something to 
foe said for the serious situation Likely 
to arise with regard to the embargo 
lon the issuance of opium import licen- 
[ces, but even there there is a tendency 
to exaggerate matters. Manchoukuo 
has all the opium it wants, produced 
‘within its own borders, and though 
[there might be some demand for, the 
foreign produced drug it can be done 
without. To go through all the pro- 
cedure ‘of punishing “San Salvador, 
which it is apparent can be done under 
the terms of the ‘Covenant, is like 
taking a sledge hammer to kill a fly. 
Tt would of course vindicate a prin- 
ciple, ‘but, when fo many more im- 
portant, principles have been allowed 
to go by the board on questions of 
mere expediency, it is a little difficult 
to understand why, when camels have 
fbeen so lightly disposed of, there 
[should be such straining over this par- 
HHeular, but somewhat annoying gnat. 
To invest the matter with importance 
is to add to the satisfaction of Japan 
‘and Manchoukuo over this develop- 
ment. In the circumstances it would 
appear to be best to leave Japan and 
/Manchoukuo to their sorry success and 
{tighten up the front presented by those 
|who did vote for the non-recognition 
of the new state, which Siam and San 
Salvador did not.

‘Whenever that aged lawyer, Mr. 
Clarence S, Darrow, takes the 
lime-light something is bound to 
happen, and that legend is re- 
affirmed by the sequel to the issue 
of the report of the Board under 
his chairmanship appointed | by 
President Roosevelt. to ascertain 
whether codes tended to promote 
monopolies or eliminate or oppress 
private enterprises. Whatever the 
President hoped for, when he 
appointed the National Recovery 
Review Board, it is clear that he 
has got, not what he expected, but 
a rebuff the exact importance of 
which depends upon how Mr. 
Darrow's committee is regarded as 
‘an authority on the questions sub- 
mitted to it, That concerns — the 
rest of the investigating committee, 
and not Mr, Darrow, for it is 
obvious, considering the past 
career of the man, that he was 
appointed in control chiefly 
because his training would enable 
him to guide his colleagues as to 
‘the evidential value of the testi- 
mony produced before them. Thus 
while the report will always be 
associated with his name he is no 
more responsible for it than any 
‘one other of the men who con- 
ducted the investigation with him. 
Nevertheless the’ Board's report 
constitutes a grave indictment of 
the system — which President 
Roosevelt has inaugurated since his 
‘assumption of office, for the Board 
found that the, N.R.A. fostered 
monopoly and oppressed “the little 


fellow.” Certain codes, it was

dictment “and can amount to 
nothing more, ‘The report is open 
to criticism that it is based on 118 
‘enquiries into complaints against 
codes, an average of six com- 
plaints per code which is not im~ 
posing, On the face of it it does 
nothing more than put the 
administration on its own enquiry 
as to whether it has not gone as 
far as it should along the lines 
originally laid down, and whether 
the time has not come for it to 
retrace some of its steps.

it contains contradictions which 
may tend to vitiate the real import 
of the document. ‘Thus after 
describing the term “fair competi- 
tion” as merely resounding and 
illusory, the report goes on to 
argue that what a powerful pro- 
ducer calls fair, its weaker rival 
denounces as most unfair, There 
is, it is contended, no way to rev 
concile the difference, and all 
competition is savage, wolfish and 
relentless and can be nothing else. 
It then recommends a return to 
‘the anti-trust laws for the purpose 
of fostering competition, which the 
Board believes to be ‘one of the 
greatest needs of the time. Price 
fixing by industry and price 
regulation by Government present 
in the eyes of the Board exactly 
the same difficulties and the polic- 
ing of industry in order to prevent 
price competition, on which the 
‘American public has long relied to 
avoid the evils of monopoly, in~ 
efficiency in business and_high 
prices, What Mr. Darrow’s Board 
appears to want is a return to the 
state of affairs which existed 
before President Roosevelt _as~ 
sumed office, indeed a complete 
retracing of all the steps taken and 
a reversion to the status quo ante. 
‘That naturally follows upon a 
denunciation of the NRA. as a 
delusive experiment, incapable of 
ending the savage competition 
which is threatening the very life 
of some industries. Again, another 
contradiction, for in one breath the 
Board appears to be in favour of 
‘a resumption of free and open 
competition, and in the next points 
out the relentlessness and ill 
effects it is having at least in some 
quarters. 
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Ner “do the contradictions end 
there. The report contains a 
number of recommendations based 
primarily upon the startling 
‘suggestion that the United States 
should adopt socialized collective 
‘ownership and. control of industry 
to be followed by a planned use 
and development of the resources 
of the country. Such a pro- 
gramme would merely tend to 
establish one, and a larger mono- 
poly than at present exists. It 
‘would wipe out once and for all 
any such competition as that which 
‘the compilers of the report would 
like to see restored, and, if the 
socialized monopoly worked no 
better than the individual struc~ 
ture, the same evils of business 
inefficiency and high prices which 
the Board finds inherent in the 
systen which it so earnestly con~ 
demns. What is, perhaps, the 
most significant ‘aspect of the 
issuance of this report is the 
‘comment it has aroused. It was 
to be expected that General 
Johnson would make a heated 
reply to the criticism contained in 
the report, and it is doubtful 
whether his letter to the President 
will do anything to allay the 
uneasiness that the report must of 
necessity create. What, perhaps, 
is of greater importance is the num- 
ber of journals that have now 
come out in criticism of the NRA. 
‘Their comment has not "yet 
reached the stage of open hostility, 
but there is sufficient to show that 
though the American press has 
been comparatively silent in 
‘opposition to the President's great 
experiment, with but very few 
‘exceptions, there is a likelihood in 
the near. future of the latent 
opposition’ in some quarters be- 
coming much more _clamant. 
Whether that will be for good or 
bad remains to be seen, but this 








is clear, surprising as the Board's 
report ‘undoubtedly is, there is 
little likelihood of ' President 


Roosevelt being deterred from the 
full execution of his programme, 
@ programme which cannot be 
tested by interim investigation, 
but by ultimate results. 








EMPIRE DAY 
Mau 24. 


‘The criticism was once expressed 
of Disraeli that he dangled the idea 
‘of Empire before Queen Victoria 
and gained ascendency in her 
‘counsels by reason of the flattery of 
which this suggestion was but an 
‘example, If indeed that be true it 
would not be the first time ai 
ignoble motive has brought forth a 
‘great scheme. But it was the re- 
‘cognition of Empire by the great 
woman who occupied the English 
throne for so many years that 
stamped the quality of the work of 
herself and her successive minis~ 
ters and it was fitting that in 1902 
a day to celebrate the unity of the 
British Empire should have been 
inaugurated to be observed on the 
late Queen's birthday. Two year's 
later the festival was officially re- 
‘cognized so that to-day marks the 
thirtieth anniversary of its official 
existence. What a change has come 
‘over the observance of this day in 
the last thirty years! How has an 
Empire been purged in the heavy 
waters of affliction! It is within 
the memory of those still young 
that the celebration of empire 
originally assumed characteristics of 
a very real, if at times a somewhat 
intolerant pride, a complacent self- 
satisfaction in the fact that the sun 
never set on the realms which were 
Britain's. It would be wrong to say 
that the spirit permeating the 
Empire in those days was pharisa- 
ical—even though that glib phrase 
concerning the lesser breeds 
without the law was on everyone's 
tongue—but it was without that 
humility which has now come to be 
a blessed ingredient of this day's 
celebration. It was without, per- 
haps, that realization of all the 
responsibilities that Empire meant, 
or, if there were such a realization, 
it ‘was submerged in the pride of 
‘achievement, accompanied with an 
attitude of hauteur towards other 
countries arising out of a knowledge 
of self-sufficiency which after 
events was to prove was not quite 
so sure as it was originally believed. 
‘To a very great extent that might 
have been due to the exuberance 
which was an inevitable con 
comitant with the knowledge of 
Jpower. The phrase civis Britanni- 
Jeus sum was frequently upon proud 
[lips and the thought of semper 
‘Augustus in many” an Smperal 
mind. 




















All that had to change. That 
great statefman, King Edward VII 
‘was one of the first to realize it. 
‘one of the few to understand that 
Britain had a mission in Europe 
even if it were only the prolonga~ 
tion of peace by embarkation on 
‘that treacherous sea of difficulties 
marked on the diplomatic map as 
“The Balance of Power.” That ten 
years following the first official 
birthday passed all too rapidly and 
the tenth anniversary came and 
‘went with little idea in the minds 
of Britons of the enormous sea of 
tribulation through which they and 
many other peoples of the world 
had eventually to pass. It was a 
proud thought that the loose federa- 
tion of nations which went to form 
‘the Empire needed only to be bound 
with bonds of a common loyalty. It 
must be a cause for humble thank- 
fulness in these years that so in- 
completely conceived a tie stood the 
strain put upon it during the years 
of stress, and yet a reason for sur- 
prise that the more material bonds 
‘were so lightly ignored. It was 
loyalty to an idea alone which 
brought the Colonies to effective 
‘support of the Motherland in those 
years of sacrifice, and reinforced 
the stubborn British belief in the 
impossibility of defeat. A grand 
thought indeed that the flower of 
‘an Empire was ready to lay down 
its life because of fidelity to a pri 
ciple contained in an unswerving 
allegiance to an imperial concept. 
If ever there were a time when 
justifiable pride in Empire was 
possible, it was on those anniver- 
saries which were celebrated during 
the period 1914-18, a time when the 
greatest possible demands were 
made upon the fortitude of a proud 
people, a time when the gloomy 
clouds’ of possible defeat obscured 
the outlook replacing hope with the 
grim qualities of determination. 
‘And yet it was a time when some- 
thing greater than pride and deter- 
mination were required: the Empire 








recessional and the sons and 
daughters of the Motherland emerg- 
Jed into vietory with that humility 
and contrition so necessary for a 
full and proper appreciation of 
‘accumulated responsibilities. 

A_ new spirit of Empire was 
abroad, a better spirit. The Briton 
had come to learn that mere 
glorification in achievement was not 
enough, to understand that a vast 
field of endeavour had been opened 
by the tragedy of the previous 
four years. The spirit of the jingo 
had been chastened and the soberer 
joutlook followed upon the fine test 
jing which the imperial mind had 
endured. It was borne in upon 
the Briton that, strong as. those 
intangible bond of loyalty had 
proved, the ties of common interest 
needed to be reinforced until the 
jcolonies and the dominions were 
brought into a closer union. ‘That 
has not yet been entirely achieved. 
‘The many and diversified questions 
which arise within the Empire are 
as difficult of settlement as those 
which puzzle the world at large. 
‘To some it would appear that pro- 
gress towards solution has been 
lamentably slow. That is because the 
problems, domestic as they are, are 
changed as to terms by conditions 
prevailing outside the Empire. At 
‘times there are signs of impatience, 
especially in younger communities 
junaccustomed to the more deliber- 
jate methods of older established 
states, but the ties are there, the 
‘old loyalty remains, as the head of 
‘the Australian Goodwill Mission so 
clearly emphasized in his utterances 
in Japan and elsewhere. It is con- 
sequently in a far different spirit 
that this festival of Empire will be 
observed on this its thirtieth an- 
niversary from that which inspired 
its origin and early celebration. 
Indeed it is a better spirit, maturer, 
more refined, more in keeping with 
the appreciation of the meaning of 
true greatness! And if in that last 
sentence there be found some 
remnants of that original proudness 
iit it be laid to the remembrance of 
the thought that the poet of Empire 
so aptly conveys in his dedication 
to “The Seven Seas”

to Congress on the subject of the 
silver question he appears to have 
given the protagonists for that metal 
a substantial degree of satisfaction 
and at the same time to have 
allayed fears in China as to what 
might happen in the event of a big 
rise in the price of that commodity. 
From time to time considerable 
anxiety has been expressed lest. 
whatever silver policy was adopted 
by the President should have a 
detrimental effect upon the for- 
{tunes of this country. A quick rise 
jin the price of the metal it was 
feared would do China very con~ 
siderable harm by increasing the 
adverse trade balance which it 
falready finds some difficulty in 
financing. Some idea of what was 
likely to happen had the President 
not inserted safeguards against a 
rapid rise in price is contained in 
the message received from this 
journal's London correspondent. 
He reports:—‘It is known that 
China has privately intimated that 
if President Roosevelt raises the 
price of silver abnormally, she will 
retaliate by depreciating the 
dollar.” Tt was rumoured some 
weeks ago that certain Chinese au- 
thorities were dallying with the 
idea of depreciating the dollar to 
fan extent similar to that effected 
‘with regard to the American dollar. 
A reduction of the value of the 
‘Chinese unit to 59 per cent. of its 
normal worth would have disas~ 
trous effects upon China as a 
whole,-and especially upon this 
port. “It would have the effect of 
Jalmost doubling the cost of imports 
in terms of the new dollar, making. 
‘them practically _unpurchaseable 
and consequently practically 
putting an end to the import trade 
which is suffering so heavily under 
the heavy imposts provided for in 
the Customs tariff, and, though it 
‘would cheapen exports in terms 
of foreign currency. the present 
state of world trade would prevent 
any advantage being taken of that 
fact. To bring the matter closer. 
home to the individual, it may be 
pointed out that those’ who have 
recently signed leases providing. 
for the payment of rent in the 
present Chinese dollar or the 
equivalent of its present worth in 
terms of silver should it be de- 
preciated, would find themselves. 
paying approximately forty per: 
cent. more for their premises. The 
consequent spread to other causes 
fof expenditure would entail an 
intolerable increase in the cost of 
living. 

It is a valuable indication of the 
President's foresight that when the 
silver controversy reached an acute 
stage, he despatched an expert to 
‘China to investigate the possible 
results of whatever silver policy 
he eventually adopted. It is to be 
presumed that upon that gentle~ 
man's recommendations the pre- 
sent. message to Congress and the 
proposed Bill were drafted. Hence 
the gratifying manner in which 
his proposals have been greeted by 
local Chinese bankers in the state~ 
ment to the Press which was 
published yesterday. With the 
present American price for silver 
‘at 45% cents an ounce troy, the 
decision not to pay more than 50 
cents. an ounce may have the 
‘effect of limiting the movements of 
the price of the metal within the 
narrow limits of 4% cents and 
together with the tax of fifty per 
‘cent. upon profits made, presum- 
ably on manipulations within that 
Limit, should result in maintaining 
the price of silver very much about 
its present level. In any event the 
removal of any prospect of sub- 
‘stantial profits in speculation in 
silver should have the effect of 
keeping the market within bounds 
and thus prevent any sudden rise, 
the disastrous effects of which on 
China are greatly to be feared. 
So much has happened in the 
United States in which purely 

ternal considerations have had to 
‘be applied, irrespective of inter- 
national repercussions, that it is 
Ja matter for considerable relief 
that the President approached the 
silver question with due regard to 
the effects any policy he adopted 
would be likely to have upon the 
world at large. It is clear that if 
he had gone the distance the silver 
legislators would have had him go, 
he would have had to disregard the 
interests of other nations equally 
involved in whatever fate befell 
silver. 

Whether. or not he will be able 
to bring about the meeting of 
nations interested in silver remains 
to. be seen. Undoubtedly _the| 
achievement of world agree- 
ment on the metal is something 
‘greatly to be desired. ‘The opinion 
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is held by some technical journals 
that there is little room for hope 
that any international’ plan 
sponsored by the President can 
succeed. That stabilization of the 
metal is necessary most people will 
agree, but, when it comes to a 
decision at what level it should be 
fixed, interests are so conflicting 
that ' the chance of agreement 
seems to be remote. In the mean- 
time the President will probably 
be faced with a severe fight in 
Congress. American legislators 
seem to be sharply divided on the 
subject, Conservative elements 
are firmly of the conviction that 
the President has gone farther 
than he should, protagonists of the 
metal are just’ as strongly con- 
vinced that he has not gone far" 
enough, and there is just the 
danger’ that, in endeavouring to 
please both, little may in the long 
run be achieved. This at least is 
clear; the President has gone as far 
as he has, reluctantly, and it was 
only after'long drawn’ out negotia~ 
tions that he made the concessions 
contained in the measure which 
has been sent to Congress. It is 
unlikely that he will yield any 
further to the desires of the silver 
representatives who are, after all, 
merely concerned in getting the 
best terms for the people whose 
case they represent, regardless of 
the widespread results that might 
ensue. Amendments calculated to 
stretch what has already been con- 
ceded, even if they passed Con- 
gress, would probably be the sub- 
Ject of Presidential veto, in which 
event it would mean the destruc~ 
tion of the Bill as it now stands 
and the complete frustration of 
‘any progress towards the settle~ 
ment of a very vexed problem. As 
‘a compromise what the President 
proposes is to be welcomed for its 
statesmanlike qualities, and if he 
‘has failed to please everyone he at 
Teast has acquired the merit of 
seeking to minimize the evil effects 
‘uttendant upon any silver pro 
gramme which envisaged a rise in 
the price of the metal, 














NEEDED REFORM 
May 26. 

‘The serious attention which the 
Nanking Government is paying to 
‘the oppressive burdens under which 
the peasantry of China is suffering 
is a sign which must be regarded 
‘with satisfaction, for the recognition 
of the existence of an evil is an 
important step towards its ultimate 
cure. It would not do, however, to 
jexpect too quick a remedy of the 
troubles which are so manifest in 
these days, for it is obvious that the 
problems have already assumed 
dimensions so great as to make hope 
of very rapid progress forlorn 
indeed. In another column appears 
an article on the Second National 
Financial Conference by Mr. C. 
Kuangson Young and in it there is 
a reference to the attitude of the 
Government in the matter which 
should prove a happy augury for 
the future, A description of con- 
ditions as Dr. H. H. Kung found 
them upon assuming office as 
Finance Minister, in succession to 
Mr. TT, V. Soong, is of interest. Con- 
tinually since Iast November the 
‘Minister has brought to the fore the 
terrible plight of the Chinese 
peasant; the entire rural population 
is on the verge of bankruptey and 
farm taxes and surtaxes are driving 
the Chinese farmer to despair, 
‘There is no need to dilate upon how 
this tragic situation came about 
save to say that it just grew 
through the rapacity and ‘the 
needs of local governors whose sole 
idea was to obtain money for the 
furtherance of their ambitions. It 
‘came through the ignorance of the 
local rulers whose sole idea of good 
government was to prove great 
ability in the gathering of taxes, an 
insistence upon the duty of the 
governed to the governors without 
the reciprocation which is so re- 
cognized a part of government of 
to-day. It is realized that this must 
stop and that the duty of the ruler 
to his people must be just as 
clearly visualized as the responsi- 
bility of the people to the state. A 
glimmering appears to have been 
‘obtained, by at least some of the 
leaders, of some of the principles of 
good government, and to that extent 
gratifying progress may be noted. 

‘The list of legitimate taxes is a 
big one. There is the farm tax, the 
legitimate farm  surtax, the land 
value tax assessed according to the 
jand law, the house tax, title-deed 
tax and the legitimate title-deeds 
surtax, There are in addition three

tion, local improvement tax and, 
lastly, fees charged for services 
rendered.

‘Their number has grown 
by the action of the various pro- 
vineial and municipal governments 
in imposing whatever taxation they 
thought would be suficient to raise 
the money they required, and there 
is every indication that the ability 
of the “agrarian population to pay 
‘such imposts was the last considera- 
tion to enter the minds of these 
local money raisers.

Which have been made for the 
urpose of dealing with this evil, 
sufficient power will

Provincial 
‘and municipal governments will 
not be allowed to assess 4 tax not 
specified in the legitimate scope 
without passage through legally 
provided procedure, and the Minis 
ty of Finance will be empowered to 
suspend or abolish any tax institut- 
ed by any local government, which 
is in violation of the existing laws 
and orders.

expected, therefore, that while in 
certain provinces a change for the 
better may be early anticipated, in 
the balance of the country little if 
any alteration can be made.

But ‘no matter how earnestly 
representative gatherings confer 
fon such matters as these, con- 
ferences are of no avail unless the 
most determined efforts are made 
to put their recommendations into 
force, Mr, Wang Ching-wei in one 
of his speeches to the delegates 
warmed them of the many con~ 
ferences which had taken place 
in the past, In some they did not 
confer, in others they conferred 
Dut failed to decide, and in cases 
where they did succeed in reached 
decisions they failed to carry them 
into effect. ‘That is, perhaps, not 
quite fair to the delegates who 
have thus been criticized. The 
National Finance Conference, not 
being an executive department of 
the government, but at the most 
only a temporary, consultative 
organization, cannot’ be expected 
to carry out the recommendations 
which they make, Their functions 
come to an end when the con- 
ference rises and their report is 
send to the appropriate authorities, 
and it then becomes the duty of 
the government to decide whether 
the proposals put forward are 
workable, and if they do so, to 
proceed to give them full effect, 
Blame for past failures where con= 
ferences have concluded their 
labours with suggestions to the 
government, cannot be laid on the 
former; the responsibility is fairly 
and squarely that of the govern= 
ment itself, and in that respect 
the Nanking Government have not 
a little of which they cannot very 
well be proud, Whatever this 
present meeting decides the execu~ 
ive duty of securing reform will 
be that of the government. There 
are indications that this is realized, 
for there is a suggestion that if 
during the transitional period pro- 
vineial governments will be de- 
prived of revenue without which 
they are unable to balance their 
Dudgets, the Government will be 
prepared to come to their assis- 
fance with grants-in-aid. Will 
‘Nanking be able to furnish the 
assistance which will obviously be 
necessary if all the illegal taxes at 
resent enforced are swept away? 
On the face of it there will have 
to be a very drastic remodelling of 
expenditure if any sufficiently 
large funds are to be available for 
what after all is a very great task. 
It is only too apparent that there 
fs little scope for increase in legiti- 
mate taxation, and indeed to bring 
any such thing into effect. might 
very well offset the benefit to be 
derived from the abolition of the 
vastly improper taxation which 
hhas been levied in the past and 
which it is sought now to get rid 
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present-day budget. Relief can 
be found in no other way, and 
should such not be forthcoming, it 
will not be the fault of the Con- 
ference, which It is to be presumed 
will “render findings somewhat 
along the lines anticipated by Dr. 
Kung, but of the Government 
Htself. It is not to be believed 
that ‘the latter will be so unwise 
as to defer taking the necessary 
faction at the earliest possible 
moment. 











LABOUR IN US. 
May 28. 
In another column there ap- 
ears to-day a most interesting 
review of the position of Labour 
in the United States vis-d-vis of 
the nation’s leading industries, 
which seems to support the sugges- 
tion that the strikes which are at 
present a feature of certain sec- 
of American life may be 
symptomatic of the general 
struggle which is anticipated be- 
tween the two in the near future, 
Indeed it is expected that before 
the end of the summer there will 
be a wave of strikes before there 
can be any settlement of the 
serious dispute which has arisen. 
Labour movements, as history has 
shown in the case of Great Britain, 
go through two important phases 
before they are fully prepared to 
embark upon their real, self- 
appointed task of improving the 
conditions under which Labour 
works. There is first the Aight to 
be able to organize, and the his- 
tory of the Tolpuddle martyrs, 
whose centenary is recognized this 
year, is a good example of how 
bitter the Aight is to secure the 
right to band together for the 
purpose of protecting common 
Interests. ‘Then comes the most 
‘difficult struggle of all. Having 
secured the right to organize is 
one thing, to obtain recognition 
from the employers is entirely 
another and this battle is generally 
the bitterest that trade unions 
hhave to wage throughout their his- 
tory. Employers dislike the forma- 
tion of unions, whether country- 
wide or confined to their own 
Particular works. It is a natural 
yhatred because the worker is 
endeavouring to obtain a portion 
of that control which the employer 
hhas come to regard through the 
centuries as solely his right, and 
the attempt to interfere with his 
ideas as to how his business should 
be managed is one which is keenly 
resented. Trade Ui have 
developed Yo a greater degree in 
Britain than they have in the 
United States but what is proceed- 
ing in the latter country at the 
resent moment is on all fours 
which what transpired in the 
former years ago. Labour in

In the early stages of Labour's 
struggle all the resources of a 
country are used against it. ‘Thus. 
in the United States as in Great. 
Britain the courts have been 
brought into the dispute and ut. 
Himes have rendered "valuable 
assistance to the employer by the 
issuance of injunctions against 
strikes, a weapon which is gradual 
ly falling into desuetude ag the 
right of the worker to have 
‘adequate representation becomes 
increasingly recognized. That re- 
course is now apparently denied 
by the National Industrial Re- 
covery Act and the right of the 
workers to organize in their own 
interests appears to have been 
legally settled once and for all. 
Clarifying the language of Section 
7a of that measure the President 
has hud that employees have the 
right to organize into a group oF 
groups: when such are formed 
they can select representatives by 
free choice and sych must be re- 
ceived collectivelyin any attempt 
to straighten out disputes and 
improve the conditions of employ- 
‘ment, and lastly, and also the most 
important, discrimination against 
employees because of their Labour 
affiliations, or for any other un- 
fair or unjust reason” is barred. 
‘That section of the N.LR.A. is the 
American workers’ charter. It 
does not specify what type of or- 
ganization shall be created; there 
can be a number of groups whose 
interests may coincide though 
there may be slight differences 
which prevent a general fusion of 
activities. ‘These will have to be 
recognized by the employers, and, 
perhaps. they would be wise to do 
0, for the longer labour is divided 
the more remote is the danger of 
industry being faced by a united 
front having all the powers of 
unanimity behind it. It is the aim 
of the American Federation of 
Labour to bring within its control 
all the necessary representation of 
the workers as against the employ- 
ers, It would be for them the worst 
Possible policy to acquiesce in the 
existence of numerous bodies 
having general aims in common 
but differing perhaps, in minor 
matters such as the question of 
procedure. That is the reason 
why it is insisting upon recogni- 
tion, the reason why a bitter fight 
may be expected during the next 
few months, in which the strength 
of the parties will be tested in a 
manner which they have not yet 
experienced. For with general 
recognition will come the oppor- 
tunity of the Federation to demand 
the “closed shop” which, preventing 
the employment of non-union men, 
has the effect of foreing them ali 
into membership of the Federation 
and eventually giving it complete 
control of the actions of the 
workers. : 

‘This is were the possibility of 








serious political developments in 
the United States is likely to arise. 
Labour in its present unorganized 
form has played no particularly 
‘great part in the politics of the 
country, the traditional party 
divisions still existing to the 
Present day. But with the secur- 
ing by the Federation of a hundred 
er cent. “membership a Labour 
Party will inevitably come. into 
existence of a strength which it will 
not be possible to look down upon, 
for not only will it have acquired

‘or of eventually dispossessing both 
‘of them in the councils of the 
ation and reduce them to the 
Position of an unavailing opposi- 
tion. ‘The forging of a powerful 
political weapon in this manner 
is naturally 
considerable apprehension by 
industrial leaders who see therein 
the death-knell of the control they 
have been able to exercise in the 
ast. It will give to the workers 
@ more important say in the 
government of the country because 
they will thus be directly re- 
Presented and their views put 
forward in no uncertain manner. 
If may result in ultimately subject- 
ing the country to the misfortunes 
of improper government which 
have been so manifest in other 
‘countries and which have brought 
‘about a strong revulsion against 
the socialistic doctrines which 
{inevitably underlie most of the 
teaching of Labour. But history 
has shown that, in most countries 
where some form of democratic 
constitutional government still 
Prevails, the emergence of organiz- 
ed labour into full political power 
cannot be denied without a com- 
plete overturn of existing constitu- 
tional concepts. Such bouleverse- 
ments have taken place in a num- 
ber of countries in Europe; there is 
feeling abroad in Great Britain 
that some such development will 
be necessary if the anticipated 

ils of socialism are to be avoid- 
fed. In the case of the United 
States, however, there is just a 
possibility that the development of 
the Federation of Labour's policy 
will be so slow that the present 
political temper of the world will 
have changed to such a degree 
that the fight between Fascist and 
Socialist principles will have long 
been past, thereby obviating the 
necessity of such a sequel in the 
United States. ‘The whole position 
is an interesting one. American 
industry is already highly develop 
ed to withstand the demands which 
Labour is proposing to make upon 
it, Lakour has yet to perfect its 
‘organization, but when that is, 
done a titanic struggle must ensue 























the result of which, if the case of 
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other countries is to prove of any 
value as a criterion, cannot be in 
very much doubt.

Signor Mussolini's speech will 
probably create a feeling of dismay 
fn the hearts of those who’e ideas 
have been firmly centred on endea~ 
vours to bring about such a state 
of affairs in the world that peace 
might be secured for ever for 
mankind, Paraphrasing the old 
contention that the character of 
man would have to assimilate 
‘qualities generally ascribed to the 
angels before war could be abolish 
‘ed, the Italian leader is reported to 
have remarked that “War is to man 
what maternity is to women. From 
4 purely philosophical and doctrinal 
‘viewpoint, I do not believe that 
perpetual peace, but only bloody 
effort can reveal the great quality 
of a people, the quality of a human 
soul.” Or again:—"T "absolutely 
disbelieve in a perpetual peace, 
Which is detrimental and negative 
to the fundamentals of men which 
only by struggle reveal themselves 
in the light of the sun.” ‘That is an 
fanodyne which if too freely ace 
epted must have the effect of 
Guilling the keenness of desire and 
man's struggle for peace and in- 
culeating in him a placid acceptance 
‘of the doctrine of inevitable war, if 
not indeed the acceptance of the 
beliet that the ultimate end of 
mankind is martial combat. There 
isa tendency nowadays amongst 
certain classes of thinkers to believe 
that struggle, being an inevitable 
part of the processes of nature, 
must be accepted as such, that the 
relentless methods whereby the 
animal and vegetable kingdom 
maintain life and progress to new 
forms of strength, being solely 
bound up in war, humanity, 
believed to be a higher expression 
of Nature must of necessity be 
‘bound to the same hideous evoli- 
tion. The contention is founded on 
poor premise: the facts are that 
‘were specimens can find peace from 
their enemies and rich subsistence 
they develop much better than those 
canty nourishment at 

the continual pain of imminent 
extinction, Transferring that idea 
to the doctrines of those who look 
on war as the noblest of man’s 
engagements, it might be argued 
that if any one country decides to 
impose its will upon. another it 
can obtain” that security” and 
nourishment which will bring about 
that state of affairs which is 
suggested in the previous sentence.

‘the same medium, Indeed it would 
be better for all’ concerned if the 
doctrine of the acceptability of this 
country’s legal tender adopted 
throughout the commercial life of 
this city. ‘There are contracts being 
lightly entered into by residents for 
the rent of houses and apartments 
which provide for nothing but a 
commodity payment in silver, at 
present interpretable in terms of 
Standard dollars but, in the event of 
a depreciation of ‘that dollar, no 
Jonger so. Should depreciation’ take 
place undoubted hardship will be 
{inflieted upon those who have signed 
such contracts, especially where 
thelr income is’ in Chinese currency. 
‘That same consideration applies in 
the case of the municipal loan. ‘Th 
Couneil’s income being in dollars a 
very dificult situation would arise 
if it had contracted a loan in silver 
with the dollar at 71.50 and then had 
torepay itall at, say, 61.50 the Council 
would have to refund to original” 
lenders of the $6,000,000 no less an 
‘additional sum than $1,500,000. 





























A NEW MOVE 


It will the interesting to wath 
developments arising out of the at- 
tack upon the International Savings 
Society by the chairman of the 
Economic Affairs Committee of the 
Legislative Yuan, and the passage of 
@ resolution forbidding it to accept 
new members and requiring the 
Ministry of Finance to. investigate 
the ‘society's affairs and accounts. 
‘Mr. Ma Yin-chu in what is described 
asa scathing attack on the Society 
sought to give a telling picture of 
the size of the Society's business by 
stating that during its existence it 
had collected a total of $60,000,000 
from "its Chinese constituents. 
Whether that large sum is correct 
or not, the fact does remain that 
whatever the Society has received 
from its clients it has received in 
trust for them and is under very 
definite obligations to return the 
same under conditions clearly sti- 









ulated in connection with the issue 
of thelr bonds.” The business of the 
International Savings Society is a 
perfectly legal one in the country 
Under whose laws it is registered, 
‘and is a well recognized means of 
saving money and inculcating thrift. 
‘That country having extraterritorial 
rights in China it is by no means 
easy to perceive what  justifeation 
the National Finance Conference 
could have for requiring an investi- 
fation by Chinese authorities. Some 
years ago the Chinese government 
insisted that the Society should pay. 
stamp tax on all receipts for premia 
{sgued, and to this the Society agreed 
the amount so paid having ultimate- 
ly to be refunded to the bondholder. 
‘That, of course, can in" no way be 
‘accepted as a precedent for the con- 
tention that the affairs of the Society 
‘should be subjected to any examina 
tion other than that that called for 
by the laws of the country of its 
registration. It is to be hoped that 
the Chinese authorities will not 
proceed with this extraordinary sus- 
Gestion, for it is clear from the 
SHatements of securities held, which 
appear™in the local press from time 
1. time, that the interests of the 
Soclety’s’ clients are properly safe- 
guarded not only from the point of 
‘View of the mathematical reserve, 
Dut also in accordance with the re 
quirements of law.

TRAFFIC JAMS 


‘TrafMe conditions in Shanghai are 
such a frequent and apparently inex- 
hhaustible source of comment that 
further reference would seem merely 
labouring the point were it not for 
the fact that things are not improv- 
ing, People attending the ceremony 
of Trooping the Colour, carried out 
50 efficiently by the Worcestershire 
Regiment at the Racecourse on

worst. Progress along Nanking Road 
was probably the slowest on record, 
and there are instances of cars tak- 
ing more than twenty minutes to 
proceed from the Bund and Nanking 
Road corner to the Racecourse, 
‘whieh resulted in many cases of late 
arrival.

right so far as the individual was

its realization perfect, but once the 
principle has been accepted, it is 
the logical sequel for man to seek 
to apply it to the relations between 
masses of mankind—between the 
various states. In other words the 
raw laws of nature may be all 
that is suitable for the aboriginal 

but, as mankind progresses towards 
a higher conception of the meaning 
of life, it becomes no longer pos- 
sible ‘to accept the accidental 
legislation of nature. The fact is 
that war settles nothing. It might 
have done in the past, because the 
‘victor was able to hang on to his 
spoils, but nowadays there are no 
spoils and the victor is in just as 
‘bad a case as is the vanquished. 
The history of the last sixteen 
‘years has proved it, when repara~ 
tions and indemnities, calculated to 
do no more than make the victors 
whole in their losses by war, nave 
been irrecoverable. War has been 
proved futile, and if the best ex- 
pression of the qualities of mankind 
fs to be found in the search for 
futility then humanity is in a re- 
markably poor way and indeed 
Uttle better than the brute beasts 
‘who know not why they perish. 
‘Those are the sentiments actuating

peace? Loyalty? 

loyalty is that demonstrated with- 


‘as ever was. called for 
brazen throat of war. Heroism? 
Has Mars the monopoly in that 
quality? A perusal of the daily 
papers at any time will reveal 
stories of a bravery, cool, fully 
realized, as high in quality'as any 
that the battle-field can show, of 
doctors wasting away under 
diseases incurred through their 
self-sacrificing investigations in the 
service of suffering humanity, of 
miners daring horrible deaths for 
the rescue of their fellows—to pro- 
ceed with the list would be a work 
of supererogation. A moment's 
reflection is sufficient to prove that 
just as high human qualities are 
‘Shown in times of peace as under 
the stronger inspirations of war. 
Was it not Milton who warned the 
Lord General Cromwell that “Peace 
hath her victories no less renowned 
than war"? It is just as true now 
as it was then. ‘The glorification of 
combat is a relict of the. old 
savagery and a denial of the fact 
that war is not the only medium in 
which humanity can demonstrate 
fits best characteristics. But this 
doctrine of the inevitability of war 
is something worse. It is a 
counsel of despair, an admission of 
defeat calculated to deter those 
whose objectives concern all that is 
best for the welfare of the human 
race. Is it to be believed that in 
Jess than sixteen years, less than a 
mere twinkling of an eye in the 
historical sense, mankind has ex- 
hausted all the possibilities of 
securing an enduring peace? That 
is what the dictum of Signor 
‘Mussolini would amount to if there 
were not another interpretation to 
be placed to it. ‘There has grown 
up in the world since the Tast shot 
was fired in 1918 a new generation. 
Some of its members know of the 
horrors of that terrible four years 
through the mists of dim remem- 
brance: others merely by hearsay 
and the sfark reality of those times 
means nothing to them. It is pos- 
sible that to them the abitrament

MISSISSIPPI BONDS 


The decision of the United States

Subse- 
quently the bonds were repudiated, 
despite the plea of Daniel Webster 
that the obligation should be met, 
and in order to make sure that the 
debt would never be paid off, 
Mississippi went s0 far as to include 
in its constitution a provisio for- 
bidding the payment of any default 
‘ed bonds in’ the future. ‘That wi 

some thirty-eight years after the 
final obligation under these bonds 
had been incurred. The decision 
of the US. Supreme Court was just 
as anticipated, though the point 
Involved was well worth trying out. 
What is of importance is the fact 
that the Supreme Court had already 
declared its power to enforce inter- 
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ment has never come up for di 
cussion. What does seem clear out 
‘of the whole proceedings is that it is 
only necessary for a state to re- 
pudiate its debts for them to be 
frrecoverable. It is an unfortunate 
doctrine, for it not only strikes at the 
security whicn state bond issues are 
supposed to provide, but affords a 
precedent for thé fuiure of which it 
is only to be expected some state will 
take full advantage.

Nanchang, Ki, Apr. 28. 
All the way along Linchuen, Nan- 
cheng, Nanfeng, Tsungjen and 
Thuang, one could see a large num- 
ber of Block-houses on. the -moun- 
tain tops, on both sides of the 
ranges, down the slopes, on both 
fends of stone and wooden bridges 
‘and sometimes along both banks of 
reeks and rivers. ‘These were built 
‘after the areas were recovered by 
‘the Government forces who fought 
‘many wonderful battles in that sec- 
tor of East Kiangsi. 

‘According to Chinese history, the 
system of Tigo Pao (equivalent to 
Dlockshouses) started ‘back in the 
Kin Dynasty when the native peo- 
ple built them for defensive pur- 
poses, but they used to bulld 
them’ in the form of a square 
pagoda with plenty of holes in the 
four sides through which they could 
see the coming of the enemy. Some- 
times the square pagoda was built 
‘of stones. 

‘The block-houses now made in 
Kiangsi are built both round and 
square in conformity with the shape 
‘of the ground and the strategic use. 
[Generally they are built square about 
36 feet high of stone brick, They 
are of different heights, some of 
seven storeys, others five and still 
Others three. On top the walls look 
ike cog wheels and on the walls 
there are plenty of big holes and 
small holes suitsble for machine- 
guns and observation posts. 

‘The biggest block-houses could ac- 
‘commodate 1,000 soldiers and the small 
‘est about one Lien of troops (about 150 
to 200). All of them are connected 
by telephone and information s ex~ 
changed every few minutes so that 
the garrison troops always know just 
exactly what the situation is, All 
the doors or entrances are made at 
the back, leading to the drill ground 
‘and roads. Around the block-houses, 
trenches are dug to the width of 
three metres with bamboo entangle- 
ments on both sides. Further away 
from the trenches, barbed wire en- 
tanglements are built. 

Careful Offensive Polley 

Since the beginning of last year, a 
go-slow policy was adopted, When

Blockade Stops Red Food 

Blockade of the _ bandit-infested 
areas forms the main system of the 
Sth campaign, With the prolonged 
state of effective blockade, importa 
tion of vice and salt into the ban- 
dit areas was entirely cut off. ‘The 
bandits will be starved to “death 
owing to lack of salt and food. ‘The 
{things which they need most are salt, 
kerosene, rice and other daily neces 
sities, as they can not get any. of 
these things in the hinterland, So. in 
almost every district after recovery, 
Gale of sale and Kerosene is the first 
consideration and is done first of 
‘all. ‘Then comes the rest of the pro- 
gramme, such as instant reorganiza- 
tion of the volunteer corps, establish- 
ment of the rural rehabilitation com- 
mittee, etc. 

In the recovered districts, three 
chien of salt is allowed (4 ounce) 
per capita and one lang and five 
Ghien (1% ounces) for a family of 
‘Ave, and so forth. A licence is. pro- 
vided for any one who wants to 
buy salt from a designated _ stor‘ 
‘These licences are called, “good elti- 
zen” testimonials” and "census re- 
istration — papers,” etc. Kerosene 
Higences are. issued Ukewise. 

‘Since the blockade, the bandits 
have suffered terribly in the want of 
such material things as mentioned 
above, According to the prisoné 
the bandits usually could not 
any salt for three to five days and 
sometimes even a period of one 
‘week. Sometimes they get salty wa- 


























ter from salt-seasoned vegetables or 
meats, ‘But these would not last 
ong, and when they had used up 


the salt-seasoned food, they could 
‘do nothing but trust fo luck. 


‘Smuggling Halted 
Formerly, the bandits got thelr 
salt from the people who did smug- 
ging for them. But, now, owing to 
the strict searching ‘carried out by 
the volunteers and. the peace preser- 
vation corps, smuggling 1s practlcal- 
ly stopped. In many places | the 
Bandits had no salt for more than 
three months, reports of Red pri- 
soners revealed. Many people | had 
fallen. sick because of this lack of salt. 
From the above facts it is, possible 
to draw the conclusion that the ef- 
fective blockade coupled with the 
fortifieation of the newly . recorded 
‘areas, will soon completely | sup- 
press’ the Red menace in Kiangst.

‘easily duped, and a war “staged” 
for thelr parlicular benefit was sim- 
ply not appreciated, They came to 
‘Study actual conditions but had very 
little opportunity to do'so, ‘The local 
authorities were really too kind and 
too generous and too polite to the 
Chinese reporters from Shanghai, 
intending, no doubt, to give them a 
food Impression of life’ along the 
‘Tibetan frontier. 


Real Trouble Now 

Now, however, there is actual 
trouble on the border. A member of 
the well-known Bang-da-tsang family 
‘was murdered in Lhasa some a0, 
and in revenge, the family resident 
‘nt Gartok in Eastern Tibet, disarmed 
500 Tibetan troops, and retired on 
Batang, carrying the rifles and three 
big guns with them. The family of 
Bong-da-tsang, well-known  through- 
out the land of the Lamas, is in some 
Way related to the deceased Dalai 
Lama, and for many years the 
family has transacted all business for 
the ‘Dalal, ‘They are enormously 
‘wealthy and have extensive lands in 
Gartok, some distance west of | Ba- 
teng. Being in favour with the Da- 
ai, and having very close intercourse 
with that religious potentate, and no 
doubt being in the “seeret” as to how 
{things were moving in the Forbidden 
Land, naturally they had | many 
‘enemies who were convinced | that 
men do not live for ever, even Dalal 
Lamas, So it came to pass that the 
reat religious head who lived and 
moved and had his being on the Roof 
fof the World “died also” and having 
‘no son 0 follow him, his henchmen 
began to quarrel among themselves 
‘aa to who should be the greatest in 
the kingdom. 

"The Dalals, ike the Panchans, oc- 
cupy most. unfortunate positions. Se 
lusion from the world, with all its 
‘stressing embarrassments, political 
intrigue, financial perplexities, and 
matrimonial entanglements, is the 
Vall-mark of a Dalai Lama. The 
four dimensions are relative, and the 
great Head of Lamaism ‘has the 
courage to deny the very existence of 
the Law of Gravitation. If nothing 
exists why should an¥ preference be 
given to the ‘Theory. ‘of Relativity, 
{and so little Dalais and the Panchans 
it In supreme seclusion, giving very. 
te thought to anything but voidity 
‘and vaculty and the eternity of no- 
thing. It is a most unfortunate  oc- 
Cupation and situation. as it neces- 
‘sarily surrounds them with a clique 
‘of men who are not a bit interested in 




















firmly believe that what they are 
practising will ultimately bring them 
fo thelr goal. But there are others 
in the Land of the Lamas, like Pha- 
reoh's chief! baker and chief but- 
Ter, who said “I'do remember my 
faults’ this day,” men who prey on 
Virtue and seclusion and religion. 


Anclent Trading Family 

‘The history of the deceased Dalal 
Lama has been very closely connect- 
ed with the House of Bang-da-tsang. 
‘Tub-dan, the late Dalai, apparently 
did all business transactions through 
{his well-known house, the various 
members of the family being located 
fn different parts of the Bast. Some 
years ago the father of the family 
‘was murdered in Lhasa, leaving 
three sons who carried on’ the busi 
ness. Lozang Yangpel, recently 
murdered in Lhasa, was the eldest; 
Neema was in Kalimpong when he 
heard of his brother's death and es- 
caped to Caleutta; Choje, number 
three, was instrumental in’ disarming | 
some’ §00-Lhasa troops at Gartok,| 
near Batang, and on the right bank 
of the Yangize. 

‘This large Tibetan business house: 
reminds us very much of some of the 
big business concerns operating 
across Asia some centuries ago. 
Bong-da-tsang had ramifications all 
cover the east, having agents in Pe- 
king, Shanghal, Hongkong, Calcutta, 
Kalimpong, Lhasa, and Tachienlu. 
Some years ago, one member of the 
family’ disappeared from ‘Tachienlu 
leaving behind. him an enormous 
debt. Being the largest trading 
‘concern in the Land of the Lamas, 
Chinese merchants on the | frontier 
‘sdvanced him huge sums of money, 
which finally had to be put down ag

Aerodrome and New Highways 
For Honan

Kaifeng, May 5. 
A big aerodrome, about $00 metres 
square, is to be built at Chengchow, 
fat the juncture of the Pinghan and 
Lunghai lines, and the work will 
begin at the end of May. 

‘Mr. Li Wen-hao, of the financial | 
‘bureau of the provinee, who went to

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LOW PRICES BRING DIFFICULTIES 


Moneylenders’ Stranglehold on Rural Districts: Large 
Coal Workings in Chiaotso

‘Hyaiking, North Honan, May 18. 

‘After an’ unusually cold | spring, 
we are now having quite hot 
Vweatier, There has ‘een suicient 
rain this spring to make irrigation 
unnecessary through most of this, 
Fegion. ‘The Wheat crop is better 
than average, though in many dis~ 
trlets ‘there will be a big loss due 
to smut. The price of grain at the 
Hime of writing is considerably less 
than half of what it was at this time 
last year. ‘This, of course, is due 
mainly to the import of American 
wheat, and not to local crop condi- 
tions. 

Since the scare caused by the 
passage of Liu Kuel-t'ang’s troops the 
country has been fairly quiet, though 
there are ‘always local " bandit 
{ineldents, especially near the foot- 
hills, "But even with peaceful con: 
tions the plight of the 
people is very serious. The low price 
ff grain makes the money receivable 
from the sale of any surplus very 
Uttle indeed. In most districts the 
problem of the farmer is that of 
finding how to use his spare time 
profitably, and how to get ready 
eash, “Most people can feed them- 
selves, and ‘provide a large part of 
their clothing, but they must hai 
money to buy animals “and imple 
ments, to pay taxes and to purchase 
Recessary supplies. ‘The present low 
price of grain is going to accentuate 
their dimculties “and put the more 
unfortunate ones “further into the 
clutches of the moneylenders.

More 
recently T met a consignment of 
‘about twenty carts, each drawn by 
ree animals, on the way from this 
Gistriet to Tsinanfu with Toads of 
medicinal herbs. 

Tam reliably informed that the 
oa? mines bave to pay about $13 a 
ton to deliver coal to. Hankow, and

Large Coat Working 

During the past few months there 
has been a large output of coal from 
the native pits in the Chiaotso dis~ 
trlet, Chiaotso is the headquarters 
of the Chung Fu Corporation, wnich 
embraces the interests of the Chung 
Yuan Mining Co. and the Pekin 
Syndicate. Using modern machinery 
‘and a certain number of trained ex- 
petts, both Chinese and foreign, the 
Targe company mines and ships large 
‘quantities of hard coal and coal dust, 
Something in excess of 1,000 tonsa 
day. The native pits, however, have 
very little machinery and most of 
thelr product comes from very near 
the surface. ‘They are able to com- 
pele with the large company, but at 
the cost of the country’s resources, 
{or they prooably secure little more 
than a third of the available coal, 
and make the future working of the 
pits “well-nigh impossible. Tt is 
Geplorable that conditions in China 
make it possible for a few men with 
capital to make large profits for 
themdeves at the expense of China's

Rumours of Concentration 
and Rebellion 
Frost Ocn Ows Conmesroxomrr 


Harbin, May 

According to the latest information 
‘from Soviet territory, after a lull in 
the receipt of news from that part 
of the world, there ie much to. prove 
that the Soviet Government is_mill- 
tarizing the whole of Far Eastern 
Siberia at a terrific rate. 

From every part of Soviet Russia 
‘troops and supplies are belng moved 
to the Far East as quickly as pos- 
sible end. the’ whole railways. line 
from Irkutsk to the Pacific Ocean 
ig under military control. Private] 
individuals cannot travel on the rail- 
way excepting with the permission 
of the military commanders, while 
everywhere, where the line is yet a 
single one, double tracking is being 
constituted gs fast as possible. 

‘The very best railway cars and 
locomotives are being used in the 
Far East, and every inch of the rail~ 
‘way track is being carefully examin- 
fed to see that it is in the most per- 
fect order for heavy traffic, 

‘(The railway lines are protected on 
both sides by wire entanglements 
jand trenches have been dug parallel 
tothe ‘tracks. The whole of 
population born in the year 1907~ 
1908 is being mobilized) dispatched 
eastwards as quickly as possible 
‘The whole of the Far East is literal- 
ly packed with arms and guns of 
every Kind and this is more particu- 
larly to be seen from Chita to Dauria 
‘and at all points close to the Man- 
‘choukuo frontier. 


Aerodrome Construction 


Aerodrames have been bullt in all 
parts of the country, most of them 








aeroplanes, while at the station of 
Fadabulan there is a large aerodrome 
where a great number of bombing 
planes are to be seen.

«Hongkong, May 10, 

Hongkong is about to have a cele- 
bratéd "No. 10” in a strect of her 
own. ‘The local Stock Exchange is 
just on’ the eve of taking possession 
of and moving into its new perman- 
ent home, No. 10 Ice House Street, 
having had to move about from 
bullding to building since the day 
of its foundation more. than two 
seore years ago. 

Tt is recalled this week, when locat 
residents are beginning to grow ac- 
customed to the handsome new nine- 
storey structure in Ice House Street, 
so recently stripped of its protect 
ing sheath of matting, that the Hong- 
Kong Stock Exchange has had a 
variety of homes, all of them tran- 
sitory. ‘There have been headquar- 
ters in the old City Hall, Beacons- 
fleld Arcade, Alexandra ' Building, 
the old Bank of Canton, Tce House 
Street, and lastly in the basement 
of Exchange Building. 

‘To-day a modern new home rises 
above the harbour. Built in “Pagoda” 
fashion, ils upper stories gradually 
decrease in size, and the gleaming 
new struclure resembles a New York. 
skyscraper. It appears to be higher 
than Gloucester Arcade, and it rises 
twenty feet above its neighbour, the 
National Commercial and Savings 
Bank. 

‘The Exchange itself is housed on 
the ‘ground floor, where a large 
“Trading Hall" Is provided with am~ 
ple facilities, several telephone booths 
having beon installed. The upper 
storeys, which are served by two. 
‘express lifts, are being used as off 

‘The foundation stone was laid by 
Mr, George Hutton Potts, one of the 
oldest members, and one of the 
founders of the Exchange, on May 
17, 1093, so the building took about 
a year to erect. 

Of the twenty-two original members. 
who affixed their signatures to the 
‘Memorandum of Association, only two 
are still living, it has been’ revealed. 
‘One is Mr. Potts, who so worthily 
fills the office of chairman, and Mr. 
3. R, Michael, who retired from 
Hongkong more than a quarter of a 
century ago, and is now living at 
Cookham, Bucks, where he often 
gnloys a’ round of golt at Stoke 
































ges. 

‘A few “ancients” are also of the 
fraternity today, who although not 
of the original company, can yet look 
back quite a number of years of the 
Inst century.

Arrest of Chinese Lottery 
Winner Rumoured 
Foost Oon Own Comsroxsexr 


Harbin, May 8. 

Late last night a party of ten Eu- 
ropean bandits broke into the _pre- 
mises of the Bank of Communications. 
situated in Fuchiatien (the Chinese 
part of Harbin). These men were 
fully armed and at once succeeded in 
disarming all the guards that hed 
‘been left to guard the premises and 
then proceeded to work to open the 
large vaults of the bank, apparently’ 
having special apparatus ‘for doing. 
so. ‘They worked for several hours 
‘and had practically finished the final 
‘stages which would have enabled 
‘them to enter vaults, when one of 
‘the bank servants managed to. make 
his escape into the street. On get- 
ting outside he called for help quick- 
ly bringing a large number of police 
from all sides. The bandits, seeing| 
that the game was up, hastily made 
their escape. 


‘The police chased the fleeing men 
im every direction, and finally sue- 
ceeding in catching one of them, 
though bis name has been not yet 
ascertained. It is reported that the 
bank vaults contained many mil- 
Hons of dollar banknotes as well as 
avery considerable quantity of silver, 
‘so that if these bandits had been able 
to get away the haul would have 
‘been an enormous one and unprece- 
dented in the history of Manchuria. 


Chinese State Lottery 

‘Amongst Chinese people resident 
in Harbin a, story is being told at 
resent regafding the Chinese state 
Tottery, it being stated that a resi 
dent of Fuchiatien held a third share 
ina ticket, the other two thirds be- 
Tenging to his relations in Shanghai. 
Lost week he received a telegram 
stating that the ticket had won the 
first prize, giving him about $165,000. 
He was 50 overjoyed that he gave a 
great banquet to his many friends 
and generally boasted of his great 
Tuck.” Fearing that he might get into 
trouble for having bought a ticket in 
the Chinese state lottery, he decided 
to go to Shanghai. The authorities 
were, however, watching him very 
closely and it is Teported that he has 
been arrested on the charge of pur- 
chasing a ticket in a lottery, the pro- 
‘ceeds of which are to be used in the 
purchase of aeroplanes which will be 
Girected against Manchoukuo by the 
Chinese, “Whether this story is true 
‘OF not, is not known as ft has not 
been given out to the press by the 
‘suthorities who control the press in- 
formation. 














MARINE OFFICERS 
EXAMINATION 


Certificates Necessary: Order 
Criticized 


Nanking, May 22. 

In a ministerial order, the Minis 
try" of “Communications announces 
that the fourth examination for the 
certification of marine officers and 
fengineers ‘will be held on July 27. 
‘The venue of the examination will 
be announced later. 

‘The Ministry tias also instructed 
its varlous Navigation Bureaux to 
inform all steamship companies, that 
application for registration with the 
Government of all marine officers 
‘who have not yet received certificates 
from the Government must be filed 
with the Ministry not later than the 
end of June next. Those who do 
ot possess a Government licence 
‘after that date will be deprived of 
the Tight to serve on steamers. 

In this connection, it is learnt 
that several recommendations have 
been made by the Chinese Mercan- 
tile Pilots’ Association, in a petition 
to the Ministry. 

‘The Astociation points out, firstly, 
that experience is, after all, the 
chief ‘qualification for marine. off- 
cers. Not too much emphasis should 
therefore, he attached to the cer- 
tifeates (granted after examination). 
‘The fact that officers like captains 
‘and first mates, with years of ex- 
perience, should be required to sit 
anew for examination would seem 
rather absurd as they are men who 
have proved their worth and ability. 

Secondly, in pursuance of the 
Government's plan to recover _na- 
tional navigation ‘rights, all experi- 
‘enced officers should be exempt from 
‘the examinations, the Association 
recommends. 

‘Thirdly, graduates of Navigation 
Schools, "Naval Academies, or the 
Marine’ Products School, ‘who are 
serving on steamers, should also be 
exempt from the examinations, it be- 
ing pointed out that the diplomas 
they have already received from their 
Fespective schools are suficient evi- 
dence of their competence—Kuo

SENTENCE PASSED ON 
DOCTOR 


Strange Case in Harbin: 
Monopolies Again 


Front Our Own Comnssrowoesr 


Harbin, May 14. 

The sensation of the day in 
Harbin is the sentence pronounced by 
the court on the Russian doctor 
Golubeff, who has been committed to 
prison for 2% years and has to pay 
Ja fine of $8,000 damages. ‘The facts 
fof this case are that @ few weeks 
Jago Dr. Golubeft was called in to 


Jatiend to the "Chinese wife 
fof Chinese official in Har- 
bin. “Dr. Golubeft made an in- 


jiection, ‘the woman shortly after- 
wards dying, though it is a question 
as to whether she died from. the 
effects of the injection owing to her 
weak heart or from other reasons. 
At the beginning of the case the 
police closed Dr. Golube(t's private 
hospital and also ordered him not to 
Jcontinue practice, but this order was 
Jeancelled by the courts. 

At the trial, medical evidence on 
both sides was given and it was 
generally thought that the results 
would be favourable for the Russian 
Jdoctor, the sentence now issued 
coming quite as a surprise. An ap- 
peal hes been lodged by the doctor's 
lawyers without delay as the de- 
fence consider that the decision of 
the courts is an extremely hard one. 


Harbin Monopolies

WHEN ALIENS VISIT 
MANCHURIA 


Refusal to Recognize 
Chinese Vises 


Changchun, May 20. 

For the benefit of aliens wishing 
fo enter Manchoukuo, the Bureau of 
Commercial Affairs of the Foreign 
‘Office has issued a notice, which, in 
part, says: 

“During the ten months from the 
jenforcement of the regulations yovern- 
ing the granting of passports and 
visas on June 1, 1933, to the end of 
March, 1934, 4,980 travellers of 27 
‘different nationalities obtained pass- 
port visas from  Manchoukuo _pass- 
port offices located at several places 
falong the borders of the new State. 

“There have, however, been cases 
of travellers ‘entering ‘Manchoukuo 
}without complying with the regula 
tions concerned. The attention of 
{travellers is consequently drawn to 
the following points in regard to the 
passport visas Tegulations:— 

“tn ease a person enters Mancho 
kuo without obtaining a vise from a 
/Manchoukuo passport office, but it 
such offence is deemed to have been 
[due to unavoidable circumstances, he 
shall be given a supplementary vise 
lupon the payment of an ordinary vise 
feo in the case of a first offence, 
‘and a double fee in the case of each 
subsequent offence. 

“The passport visas of foreigners 
entering Manchoukuo are generally 
Inspected on trains at the borders of 
‘Manchoukuo. 

“There are persons travelling via 
‘Siberia who, in passing through Man- 
choukuo, insist that they do not re- 
Jqulre visas from Manchoukuo pass 
port officers as they had already 
Fecelved visas from Chinese diplo- 
matic or consular officers in Europe. 

“Manchoukuo, however, does not 
recognize the validity of such vis 

"In particular, attention should be 
drawn to the fact that visas from 
[Chinese diplomatic or consular offie- 
fals are not needed in the case of 
‘those who pass through Manchoukuo 
territory with the object of going to 

japan. 

“The passports of travellers wis 
Ing to enter Manchoukuo sometimes 
bear the name “the Republic of 
China” ‘as thelr destination, In the 
ese of foreigners who obtain visas 
from Chinese diplomatic or consular 
foficials with the object of going to 
China, however, Manchoukuo is under 
no obligation to permit, the entrance 
fof such persons into its territory. 
Depending upon elreumstances, its 
Jauthorities may even withhold visas 
fon their passports.”-—Reuter,

CLOSE OF YANGCHOW 
BANKS 


Moving of Salt Commission 
to Panpu Blamed 
Front Our Ows Conmesroxonrt 


‘Yangchow, May 23. 

‘The shifting of the office of the 
‘Salt Commissioner from  Yangchow 
‘to Panpu is said by some to be the 
‘cause Of the failure of many native 
Banks and of the general falling of 
‘of prosperity in Yangchow. Others 
Say that the closing of the native 
Banks is due to the increasing busi 
ess of banks organized " along 
‘western lines. Whatever may have 
Deen the cause, it is a fact that many 
native-style banks have closed thelr 
Goors. ‘The circumstances of many 
persons whose income depended on 
their investiments in salt, have 
Fecently been reduced. 

"At. Shiherwel changes in the 
methods of salt transportation are 
[having a great effect on the life of 
the people. Shiherhwel is a town of 
{60,000 inhabitants on the north bank 
fof the Yangtze just west of the place 
Where the Gand Canal empties. into 
the river. The population is almost 
entirely “dependent” upon the salt 
Industry foF its livelihood. 

‘Formerly, salt from the Hwei dis 
trict was brought down the canal, or 
down the coast in sea-going  junks, 
‘and up the river to. Shiherhwet 
From the larger junks it was trans- 
ferred to smaller ones and carried 
in them to its ultimate destination 
in Klangsi and the adjoining pro- 
vinces. 

“The process of transfer was slow. 
he salt had to be carried to shore, 
| weighed, piled in great mounds, 
| again weighed, and then, carried to 
| smaller junks ‘of which there was a 
fleet of about 1,000. From 4,000 to 
16,000 men were employed on land in 
the handung of the salt. To. this 
number should be added | 10,000 to 
20,000 junkmen and their families. 

Steamers Now Used 

Recently the experiment has been 
tried, and found successful, of bring~ 
Ing the salt direct by steamer. Even 
when a transfer from a large to a 
small “steamer is necessary, the 
‘transfer can be made much’ more 
expeditiously and economically than 


| 





\Wwhen it is necessary to transfer 
from junk to junk. Other reasons 
why ‘steamer transport is more 


economical and more profitable than 
the use of junks are the ability of the 
steamers to carry larger loads than 
the junks and to carry the salt more 
‘expeditiously to its final market 

"The problem has arisen of what to 
4o with thousands of junkmen and 
‘of other salt employees who would 
be thrown out of work if a complete 
change were made from Junk to 
steamer, and also as to. what will 
‘Decome of the population of the town 
‘of Sheherhwel hitherto so largely 
Gependent upon the salt industry. 

‘A few days ago, transport 
and junkmen held a meeting and 
sent a delegation to. Nanking to 
make a protest to the National Gov- 
ernment. The delegation proceeded 
fn forty Junks towards the capital, but 
the news of their coming preceded 
them and they were met a. short 
distance below Nanking and turned 
back towards Shiherwel by govern- 
ment gunboats. 

‘What the final outcome will be 
remains to be seen, but the Salt 
Revenue authorities are doing all in 
thelr power to solve the problem 
ina manner that will be equitable 
to all concerned.

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BANK FAILURES IN WENCHOW 


City Financing Increasingly Difficult: Only Remedies 
Tried as Yet Too Superficial

SOLDIERS ATTACK 
HOSPITAL 


Doctors and Nurses Taken 
‘To Camp in Chengtu 
eon Our Own Comusronnee 


Chengtu, May 14. 
‘A strange and undeserved attack 
jwas made by soldiers of the 2ist. 
JArmy last Thursday evening on the 
[Canadian Hospital in the north-east 
part of the capital. It seems that a 
comrade had died of tuberculosis 
fin the hospital and some of his 
friends called for the return of the 
junused portion of the hospital fees. 
‘They were met with the reply that 
jas the treasurer had gone home they 
fevust ‘wait until morning. They bo 
fame ‘abusive and commenced to 
flltreat the male nurses but were 
Jsoon repulsed. ‘They called in others 
fwho were armed and proceeded to 
bind “both” Chinese doctors and 
Jaurses and march them off to their 
Jeamp. The «foreign doctors were 
Jpowerless, sithough they and other 
missionary friends came to. the 
rescue only to be insulted, and 
{Wilford was pushed violently wit 
the butt of a rifle. * 

‘The foreign doctors and friends 
soon ‘communicated with the authorl- 
lies and effected the release of all 
he Chinese doctors and nurses. In 
tke morning Dr. Wilford and others 
called at the camp headquarters and 
found the camp commandant Brig. 
Gen. Chiang, in. He and Col 
Liu, both of whom were on excellent 
terms with the hospital authorities, 
soon instituted an inquiry and had 
the young officers brought in who 
had started the raid. The hospital 
treasurer showed the receipt proving 
that the balance unused had been 
returned the day before. 

Gen. Chiang was furious at this 
attempt of extortion by his own 
Jottcers and ordered them to, be 
beaten at once with bamboos in tront 
Jot the hospital authorities. When the

Singapore, May 2. 
‘Your correspondent is going to take 
f rest from politics to-day and write 
to you about a recent visit to one of 
Malaya's least known beauty spots— 
the State of Kelantan on the north 
east coast.

JAPAN FORGETS US. 
EXCLUSION 


Efforts of Leaders to Beget 
Sane View Succeed 
Front un Ows Comesronoext 


‘Tokyo, May 15. 
‘Ten years after the passage by 
the American Congress of the im- 
migration law of 1924, the people of 
this country, whose resentment was 
stirred to feversheat at the time, 
have practically forgotten that there 
ever was such an incident. Outside 
‘of the diplomats none, not even the 
lltra-patriots and jingoists, even 
mentions the matter to-day. 

In fact, it is felt that the repeal 
of the Japanese exclusion clause in 
the legislation, for which Japan 
clamoured during the years im- 
mediately following the Passage of 
the law, would not cause any con- 
siderable rejoicing among the people 
of this country. If the law was to 
‘be amended, it, should have been 
done long ago, is the view of most 
Japanese. 

‘What little is sald and written 
‘about the exclusion clause now is 
confined to advice to forget the 
matter. Such leaders as Mr. Yosuke

NEW REGULATIONS FOR 
OPIUM USE 


National Association Allege 
Monopoly Being Created 


Shanghal, May 27. 

‘That an opium monopoly has been 
created in Kiangsu province by the 
fection of the provincial government 
fn setting up strict regulations for 
the use of the drug and the regula- 
tion of the smokers, is the claim of 
the National Anti-Oplum  Associa- 
tion, who” state that the present| 
move, which is to be carried out 
under the’ guise of opium stip- 
pression, will create a situation exact- 
fy similar to that In force in other 
regions where opium monopolies 
have been established without any 
subterfuge whatsoever. 

‘On the perusal of the regulations 
which ave been made it would ap- 
pear that the desire to stamp out 
the drug habit in the province is 
genuine. As they, however, include 
Strict inquiries into « the’ private 
manufacture, sale and use of opium 
With severe punishments for those 
wught, while at the same time set- 
ig up a provincial 
the manufacture and sale of the drug 
the necusations have been made, Tt 
is claimed that the other provisions, 
more especially those having to do| 
with registration of smokers, free| 
hospital cures for addicts and pro-| 
vince wide publicity to discourage 
the use of the drug, are merely 
camoullage to cover the real purpose 
fof increasing the provincial revenue 

One of the interesting provisions| 
in the new code provides for the 
Hicensing of smokers between June 
tvand August 31 of this year. On. 
Japplication for a licence the addicts 
fare to be advised to stop. smoking. 
gradually, with the ostensible pur- 
pose of stamping out the habit in the 
province entirely within a few 
Tonthe of the promulgation of the 
orders.

Kwangsi Military Order Big

Hongkong, May 21. 
Several American firms _ here, 
selling aeroplanes to the Chinese 
authorities, are doing good. business. 
Some pursuit planes, Aghters, and. 
ight bombers “have’ arrived’ here 
from the United States for ,Kwangs!. 
Lt,Gen. Lin Wel-cheng, Com. 
mandant of the Kwangsi alr force, is 
here to. take delivery” oft 
‘machines to be sent to Liuchow. 
‘Military chiefs of Kuangtung and 
Kwangsi are talking day in and day 
‘out about national defence. They. 
fare not boasting but are spending 
large sums of money on armaments 
and. aircraft, “A local firm repre- 
‘senting an arms factory in Pilsen, 
Ceechostovakia, is, doing a rush 
business. It ‘sells mostly Stokes 
mortars, machine guns, and rifles. 
Salt fish dealers in this Colony 
have submitted a petition to Mr J. 
Klubien, ‘Customs Commissioner in 
Canton,’ to reduce the present _im- 
port tariff of 2% gold units ($9.80) 
per plcul. This rate is too high in 
the opinion of the local salt fish 
merchants who are joining with the 
Macao dealers in their protest. 


Fotition For Tarif! Reduction 
‘These merchants request Mr. 
Klubien to forward the petition to 
the Inspector-General of Customs in 
Nanking for his consideration. They 
fare. making no further efforts to 
‘bring ‘this matter before the South- 
‘west Political Council at Canton, for 
that Couneil would, as in the ‘case 
fof the petition of ‘the local “manu 
facturers, pass on the matter to the 
Executive Yuan in Nanking. 

If the Inspector-General of Customs 
connot grant a preferential tariff to 
the local exporters, they will move 
thelr quarters and’ drying shed to 
[Chikwan, a small town at the 
mouth of the Canton River. ‘The 
fishing boats can go from there to 
the open sea for fishing and return 
to Chikwan to dry them. This town 
is in Chinese territory from which 
salt fish ean be shipped to any place 
in Kuanglung duty’ free. 

Chinese factory owners in Monge 
ong. are waiting for a decision of 
the Fxecutive Yuan as to whether 
it will permit a reduced import tarift 
‘on goods locally manufactured when 
exported to places in Kuangtung. In 
the event that their petition is 
turned down, local industrialists now 
see" another chance to approach 
‘gain the Canton Government which 
If reported to be anxious to be on 
friendly relations with Hongkong, 
merchants and oficals.

ECHO OF AEROPLANE 
DISASTER. 


Mr. Ivan Carlson's Remains 
Brought to Shanghai 


‘The body of the late Mr. Ivan 
Carlson, formerly on the staff of the 
China National Aviation Corp, who 
was a passenger on the ill-siarred 
JCanton bound air liner some time 
‘ago, reached Shanghal on Thursday 
fon ‘board the ss. Ningshin from 
Ningpo. 

‘The body was washéd ashore some 
ays ago near Ningpo, and identi- 
fication was made possible only 
through papers found in the pockets 
of his clothing. It is believed that 
the victim's body has floated free of 
the supposedly sunken wreck of the 

roplane through a hatchway bursting. 
‘open when it sank. To date, aside 
from a mail bag, seat cushions and 
a few other bits of wreckag’, no 
other victim has been recovered and. 
the position of the sunken plane not 
found. 














Four Lives Lost 


‘The big Sikorsky-16 mail plane was 
heading for Canton when it vanished 
over Hangchow Bay. It was piloted 
fon that day by Mr. Robert Gast, and 
carried Mr. James Frink, radio opera 
tor, Mr. Ivan Carlson, and a Japanese 
passenger named T. Yonemura, The 
telegram received by the C.N.AC.

VOLUNTEERS CLASH 
WITH STUDENTS 


Shots Fired Skyward in 
‘Chenju Fracas 


Chinese police who are investigat- 
ing the fracas between the Chinan 
University students and the members 
of the Volunteer Corps in Chenju 
stated on Saturday that only a few 
shots were fired in the air by mem- 
bers of the Corps in order to disperse

‘saulted the coolie. About ten students 
of the Chinan University who wit- 
essed the incident intervened. 

Following an altercation between 
the members of the Corps and the| 
students, two of the students were 
taken to the Corps Headquarters.

SAVES DISASTER

In the inpatient department _ there 
‘has-been a continuous search for 
beds and by discharging patients as 
soon as possible we have been able to 
finerease the numbers somewhat. 

In the surgical services the trou- 
‘matle cases have continued to be the 
‘major part of the work, There has] 
been an Increase of the emergency 
work other than traumatic, especially 
Of appendicitis and of intestinal ob- 
struction cases. ‘The urological ser- 
view has been under Dr. 1. K. Wong, 
with Dr, Hsu as consultant, and has 
been a busy and useful service. They 
have suffered with the other services 
in the lack ot room. 


‘The medical depcrtment has been| 
running at full capacity, especially| 
during the summer months with the 

agonal Increase of malaria and in-| 
testinal cases. On his return Dr. 
Alfred Tyau inaugurated a service 
for gastzo-intestinal analysis and| 
diagnosis. ‘This hes proved of the 
{greatest usefulness not only to the 
medical department, but the surgical 
and other services as well. 


Clinle Crowded 
‘The department of eye, ear, nose| 
and throat has continued to’ grow. 
‘While their quarters were increased 
during the year, they are as crowded 
fas ever. ‘This is the experience in 
All services that the only limit to 
the size of a clinic is what it can 
handle. : 

With Dr, Ting giving his full time! 
to the X-ray service, this department | 
thas had a very busy year and every 
service has felt its increased useful- 
ness and efficiency. It has outgrown 
lis room and overflowed across the! 
street, where Dr. Ting has opened a 
cline for X-ray (radiant) therapy. 

For some years we have been| 
working towards dividing the clinical 
work in departments for better ef 
cleney. During the past year we 
have made marked progress in this 
way, yet at the same time, through 
linical conferences and ” frequent 
‘consultations, there has never been 
better or ‘more interested co-opera~ 
tion between the different services 
and members of the staff. 

‘The resident staff, under the able 
leadership of Dr. Liu, has been very 
soyal and efficient, ‘ready to co- 
operate in every way. 

‘The clinical staff has demanded| 
much from the laboratories and more 
from. the nursing staff. Whatever 
the demands have been, they have| 
risen to them and seemed ready for 
more, It has made us all realize 
that we are working for one cause— 
that of service for Christ through 
the service to mankind.

~ JURISPRUDENCE IN 
CHINA TO-DAY 


Administrative Progress Made 
in the Last Twenty Years 


‘Members of the Shanghai Rotary 
Club held their usual tifin meeting 
in the Metropole on ‘Thursday, and 
were entertained by Dr. Robert T. 
Huang to an interesting and  in- 
formative address upon the advance 
made by China in recent years in 
‘one of her juridical systems. 
Introduced by the President, Mr. 
Perey Chu, the speaker of the day, 
taking for his subject “The develop~ 
ment of Chinese Administrative Law 
‘and Tribunals", asserted that while 
many eriticlams had been levelled at 
Chinese laws and administration of 
justice, one could not fail to 
‘observe what immense strides had 
Been made by China in recent years, 
both in developing her laws, and in 
her judielal system. “For instance” 
said Dr, Huang “in making govern- 
ment functionaries liable for. injuries 
{fo private individuals, and in sub- 
Jecting administrative controversies| 
to administrative tribunals, China has| 
gone a long way in perfecting both 
systems—administrative and judicial, 


‘An Obsolete Maxim 
weThe old_maxim that ‘the King—in 
this case China—can do no wrong, 
Jand is immune from legal proceed- 
lings’ has long ago gone by the 
‘board, $0 far as China is concerned. 
‘The separation of administrative 
from judicial Courts is, however, not| 
peculiar to China. Although in 
‘America and England, offcials and 


governmental agencies are, under 
certain circumstances, subject to the 
Jurisdiction of ordinary judicial 


Courts, many administrative “Boards| 
‘and Commissions, delegated with the 
requisite powers, are adjudicating 
jand deciding administrative | con- 
froversies. In Europe—in France 
fespecially—the system of separate 
fadministrative jurisprudence and 
tribunals is most highly developed, 
from which the authors of the Chinese 
system undoubtedly derived their 
inspiration. 

History of the Change 
“Administrative jurisprudence, in 
tne modern sense, in China began 
some twenty years ago. The frst set 
Jor regulations providing for adjudica- 
tion of administrative cases were 
promulgated in the 3rd year of the 
Chinese Republic (191, under 
which a high Administrative Court, 
[called "Ping Chen Yuan’ functioned 
jas the Court of Final Appeal, and 
remained 20 until the seat of the 
[National Government was transferred 
to Nanking, when a new set of Reg- 
ulations, superseding the former, 
jwas promulgated, providing for an. 
Jadministrative Court. called ‘Hsing 
Chen Fa Yuen’, This latter has 
jurisdiction over all administrative 
Jcases in China, and functions as the 
[Court of Final Appeal. The personnel 
Jor same consists of a President—who 
not only manages the affairs of the 
JCourt, but also serves as the Chief| 
JJudge of one of the several branches 
fof the Court—and the court secre-

SERVICE IN CHINA 
REMEMBERED 


Ceremony to Honour The 
Rev. C. F. MacRea 


Of considerable interest to American 
[Episcopal Church missionaries in 
China was the celebration held last 
‘Wednesday in honour of the comple- 
tion of -35 years service in this 
jcountry of the Rev. C. F.. MacRae. 
joo, rector emeritus of the All 
Saints’ Church, Rue Lafayette, 

‘Dr. MacRae who was at one time 
lacting president St. John's University 
jeame to China 35 years ago and 
during ‘his long residence in this 
fcountry has made many friends in 
this Country. The celebration that 
evening was sponsored by mem- 
bers of different congregations among 
jwhom he has worked at different 


times. 

‘Born in 1873 in Warrington, North 
ICerolina, Dr. MacRae was educated 
fat. the “Virginia Military Institute 
fand the Virginia Seminary. Before 
fcoming “out to China in “1809, he 
aught at St. Thomas’ Hall and Hor- 
jners’ School in North Carolina. 
‘The first year of Dr.  Mac- 
Rae's stay in China was spent 
mainly in mastering the Chinese 
fianguage in St. John's. He was 
vanced to the priesthood in 1900 and 
In the next year he was sent to 
Wusih where he took charge of the 
mission station in that city. When 
IDr. F, L. Hawks Pott, president of 
St. John’s University, went to the 
[Untied States on furlough in the 
latter part of 1901, Dr. MacRae was 
recalled to Shanghai where he was 
Installed as the acting president of 
the university. Though he left the 
institution ‘within a few years he 
aid a lasting memory in ihe hearls 
Jot all St. John's men by virtue of 
his composition of the popular college 
song of the university, “The Light 
fand “Truth”. 

in 1009, Dr. MacRae was assigned 
to take charge of the St. . Peter's 
Parish, Avenue Road, and’ within 
Jave years this energetic clergyman 
brought the church to a status of 
lcomplete self-support. In 1918 
fhis return from furlough, Dr. MacRae 
relinquished his work with ‘all the 
jother missions except in Kating and 
[Woosung. At the same time he was 
jentrusted by the Right Rev. F. BR. 
Graves, bishop of the Diocese of 
|Shangha, with the task of starting 
ja mission centre in the French Con- 
feession. ‘This was the embryo of the 
JAll Saints’ ‘Church of to-day which 
stands with ite imposing edifice on 
[Rue Lafayette.

He is now lying in Ste. Marie's Hos 
pital, suffering from a fractured skull,

‘The right to sue in the Administra- 
tive Courts is limited to private in- 
Jdividuals, and private juristic persons. 
JOmicials, or Governmental function- 
Jaries cannot be plaintiffs—they 
Jean only be defendants. ‘The 
grounds upon which an _administra- 
tive case are illegal or improper 
‘acts on the part of public function-| 
aries, by which private rights or 
benefits are directly infringed upon. 
‘The redress sought for by plaintiffs 
in administrative cases are, usually, 
‘the revocation or cancellation of the 
legal oF improper acts of — public| 
functionaries: restoration of the! 
status quo ante, and, where restora 
‘Hon is impossible, pecuniary damages. 
Where individual’ members of the 
government are guilty of criminal 
acts, they are handed over to the 
ordinary criminal courts, after ad- 
Judication of the administrative con- 
troversy. 

“The laws applied by ihe admin-' 
istrative Courts are divided into sub- 
stantive laws, and procedural laws, 
‘and are some nine in number. It] 
may. be remarked with satisfaction 
that in the last twenty years the de- 
cisions of the Ping Chen Yuan, Hsin 
Cheng Fa Yuan, through the explana- 
tory orders of the Ministry of Justice, | 
as well as of the former Supreme| 
Court, a body of administrative jur- 
Isprudence has been developed, 
‘which guide the judges of the ad-| 
ministrative Courts in their decisions,

made good thelr escape to Shimono- 
Seki, where they have been living 
fSver since, Some time ago, Lass- 
man wrote to his friend in ‘Dairen, 
Capt. Mullkoff, the other member of 
‘the pair now in Shanghal, suggesting 
that, he should join him in the 
Sapanese port and that they should 
[sail for Shanghal, 

"As the outcome of this suggestion, 
the pair set sail for Shanghal on 
May'4 but were forced to turn back 
by storms encountered only a few 
hours out, Trying again on May 10 
they were this time successful, des 
pite considerable bad weather’ met 
fon the way here, 

it is understood that there has been 
some dieulty over a lack of pass 
ports and this gave rise to rumours 
Of arrest and detention of the hardy 
pair, ‘These rumours have ‘been 
Eenied very definitely, however, and 
fat present the two men are at liberty 
Bn the Whangpoo River.

CHINESE’ BOND 


Despite the fact that it was “the 
last days for current month trading, 
insetivity .characterized the Chinese 
Government Bond Market during the 
week ended May 26.

Indicating the interest the various 
provinces, organizations, and finan- 
Clal experts have in the Conference, 
practically all of them have come to 
work, armed with definite plans and 
proposals.

Berlin, May 23.

60 per quarter on each machine, 
‘Within the International Settlement 
there are well over three hundred of 
these “machines in full operation, 
‘Taxed at the French rate our elty 
Fathers would realize a pretty 
penny to be exact, around Tis, 72,000, 

‘The recent inguiry by the Mayor 
of New York City into the operation 
‘of slot machines shows that the play- 
fer hasn't the slightest chance of even 
‘getting his money back, much less 
gaining, Roulette, dice, poker, all 
these games of chance give the play- 
fer at least an average chance, but 
the slot machine player has lost even 
before he begins to play. 

For those of your readers who con- 
sider that the operation of slot ma- 
chines is petty business and hardly 
worth discussing may I remark that 
even in this day of general business 
Gepression the slot machine business 
within the International 
averages a monthly turnover of very 
lose to. one hundred thousand 
@ollars Shanghai money. ‘Ten per 
fent. for depreciation and operating 
fexpense, which leaves eighty thou- 
sand doitars per month clear profit, 
Not bad business at all. 

If the operation of slot machines 
constitutes gambling within the In- 
ternational Settlement why isn't "It 
stopped?

Aicensed and taxed and their owners 
who are reaping a golden harvest, 
made to contribute thelr share. to:

Manila, May 21. 
‘The Japanese and Philippines de- 
legates. to-day dissolved the Far 
astern “Athletic Association, or 
ganized a new Amateur Aibletic 
“Association of the Orient to replace 
it, and immediately voted to admit 
Manchoukuo to membership. ‘The 
Chinese delegates, who left the 
£.E. A. A. Congress yesterday, when 
Japan and the Philippines joined to 
over-ride their opposition to. an 
‘omendment of the constitution in 
such a manner that the host country 
would be authorized to invite non- 
‘members to compete in the Olympic 
Games, were not present to-day. 

After the dossolution of the F. E. 
A.A, had been agreed, the new: 
‘A. A. A. of the Orient wos organized 
‘and ‘a. constitution adopted which is 
identical in every way with that of 
the F. B.A. A, except that Article 
8 requires a iwo-thirds vote for the 
admission of new members, Inste 
of a unanimous vote. It was this 
provision calling for a unanimous 
vote which had enabled China to 
block the participation of Manchou- 
kkuo in this year’s Olympiad.

Claim for $50,000 Damages 


In H. M. Supreme Court on 
Tuesday (May 22), before Judge 
A. G, Mossop, the hearing was

‘was found, on analysis, to be con 
tained in the soda a 
Glaim. in respect of late delivery of 
fa certain quantity of | sulphide of 
Soda, ordered by them from the de~ 
fendants, as a consequence of which, 
When the goods did finally arrive, 
the market had gone against the 
complainants, and the goods de- 
fivered had, they contend, to be sold 
fata heavy’ loss. 

‘The defence Js a general denial of 
‘the “plaintif’s ‘contentions, and a 
pleading that, if any damage for 
Tate delivery, as alleged, did take 
piace, the plaintiffs are estopped 
from’ now setting up such claim by 
Feason of the fact that the plainttts 
‘ecepted, without demur, the cargo| 
when it did arrive.

He added that he had promised Mr.

‘M, Earthou Explains 


Paris, May 26. 

“You want, to know the French 
Government's’ attitude on the pos- 
sibility of the U.SSR’s admittance| 
to the League ‘of Nations? Your 
question does not embarrass me in 
the least!” said M. Louis Barthou, 
French Foreign Minister, yesterday 
before the Chamber in answer to the 
interpellation of M, Chasselgne, a 
Socialist deputy, concerning France's 
relations with’ Poland and the 
USSR. 

“T consider,” M, Barthou went on, 
“that the USS.R’s admittance to 
the League of Nations would be an 
important event and, being a lover 
of peace, I may say that it would 
be of great Importance for peace. 
In Warsaw, as well as in Geneva, 
I spoke and acted in this sense, 
‘What else do you want me to say? 


“The question as to what will be 
France's attitude when Soviet Russia 
‘asks for a permanent seat in the 
League of Nations, is indiscreet,” the 
Foreign Minister added, “indiserevt 
because it is premature, ‘and becaus. 
Poland has priority in’ the matt 
over the USSR. For was it not 
the late M, Briand himself who main- 
tained before the League Council the’ 
necessity of granting Poland a per- 
manent seat?” What you want to 
know is what our attitude will be 
three months hence, Do. you really 
believe that the opposition between 
the two demands is so irreducible 
that it will be impossible to find 
some sdlution or other? I can only 
say that France's policy inclines 
toward closest possible relations with 
Soviet Russia and that, in the course 
‘of my recent conversations with M. 
‘Maxirn Litvinoff, Soviet Foreign Com- 
missar, we discussed the conditions| 
of USSR, admittance to the League 
of Nations, 

Continuing his speech, M, Barthou 
sald that Franco will remain faithful 
to the policy upholding Austria's in 
dependence which is necessary for: 
the peaco of Central Europe and ho. 
stressed the point that Poland was’ 
France's great friend and ally and. 
that his recent trip to Warsaw con-| 
tributed much towards a Russo- 
Polish rapprochement, 

He recalled the enthusiastic re- 
ception accorded him in Prague, 
adding that his Warsaw voyage con- 
firmed the 1921 alliance between 
France and Poland, 

‘M, Barthow also informed the Cham- 
ber of his intention shortly to vis 
Rumania and Jugoslavia, saying that 
all misunderstandings, if any, will 
be cleared away during this’ trip, 


‘On the subject of disarmament, 
tho Foreign Minister said he was 
following the policy of his predeces 
sors, aiming at disarmament ani 
equality of rights in security. France, 
however, cannot ignore _ German 
semi-military formations and agree 
to disarm so long as the Reich is re- 
arming. He sald that France's note 
of April 17 to Great Britain reiterates 
the standpoint that the Geneva Con- 
ference must result in disarmament’ 
and not in legalization of re-arma- 
ment in violation of treaties. Neither 
the League's door nor that of the) 
Disarmament Conference, however, 
aro closed. The French  Govern- 
ment remains faithful to the peace 
cause in its Mdelity to the League of 
Nations, 

‘While dwelling on the question of 
the Saar plebiscite, M. Barthou said 
it was “absolutely ‘necessary. to 
respect the freedom of voters and 
prided himself on having refused to) 
Teave the Saar population at the 
mercy of reprisals, by not abandon- 
ing the rights conferred upon France 
by existing treaties. 

‘The Minister said that he informed 
Baron Aloisi (Italy), chairman of 
the League Preparatory Committee 
for the Saar Plebiscite, that he would 
not be satisfied with Germany's 
solemn promise concerning the free- 
dom of vole. He then deplored the 
fact that Germany had refused in 
advance to accept any proposals of 
the League of Nations concerning the 
plebiscite vote. 

In conclusion, M. Barthou affirmed 
that no Frenchman wants war ant 
sald that France will do her utmost 
to and will avold it, remaining’ 
faithful to her alliances’ and friend- 
ships 

Tt is not impossible, he said, for 
France and Tlaly to’ agree on a 
definite entente cordiale.

How does a glider pilot make 
time glide while he glides? 

‘This is not a riddle or a play on 
‘words or anything of the. sort, but 
merely a straight question prompt- 
‘ed by the news report that so- 
and-so has “captured” the gliding 
record for Austria by remaining 
in the air for eleven hours and 
twenty-five minutes. Not going 
‘any particular place, one supposes 
for a glider pilot has to be 
rather careful where he glides lest 
he land unexpectedly where there 
fare no facilities for landing—but 
merely soaring in circles, or per- 
haps figure-eights, and for the one 
‘and only purpose of staying up as 
Jong as possible. 

Now, it seems not wholly 
unreasonable that a man should 
bbe willing to stay aloft in a glider 
for eleven hours and twenty-five 
‘minutes in order to establish him- 
self as the champion glider man of 
all Austria, if that be his ambition 
‘but what about the man who 
not long ago became world's 
champion by gliding and gliding 
and gliding for thirty-six hours and 
‘thirty-seven minutes? Even though 
‘a world’s record is unquestionably 
‘4 world’s record, how is a man to 
amuse himself and make Life bear. 
able while perched on a gloritied 
kite for a day and a half? Surely 
‘the exigencies of his situation do 
not permit him to take along, say, 
Green's “Short History of the 
English People” (in four volumes), 
let alone the Harvard Classics. 
Even a small bar or a radio is 
denied him, and he has not the 
slightest opportunity to dance in 
the cockpit (if that's what it is 
called in a glider). And if he hits 
4 snow-storm or it rains, he has 
no facilities for slipping’ into a 
dressing gown and stretching. be- 
fore an open fire while his gliding 
sult (Hf there is such a thin) gets 
ny. 


Now, admittedly your corres 
pondent doesn't know | anything 
‘about the practical possibilities of 
gliders and he cheerfully admits 
that it is known that as great 
aviation figures as Col. Lindbergh 
have experimented with them. He 
(your correspondent) has made 
Feasonable effort to “read up” on 
the subject, but although he has 
scanned the Encyclopaedia Brit 
tanica, eleventh edition, from 
Glastonbury to glockenspiel, he 
regrets that he can find not a 
word there anent gliders. So he 
is put on his own, so to speak, in 
expounding the ‘merits, present 
and future, of gliders. ‘The glider, 
it would scem, operates very much 
Wke a hawk or a sea-gull, except 
that it is not able to flap its wings. 
In other words it has to be helped 
to get off the ground and, once off, 
{ts flight is more or less’ governed 
by external conditions: altitude, 
air currents, ete, And that 
is precisely” why this éortes- 
pondent doesn't believe very firmly 
in the commercial future of gliders. 
Let us consider a hypothetical 
case. The following news despat- 
ches, dated well into the future, 
‘will'serve as illustration: 


Singapore, March 16, 1968. « 

‘The P.P.C. 32-passenger lider 
No, 26, carrying the Royal Mail, 
took off from the Straits Catapult 
at 1245 noon to-day, bound for 
Caleutta via Rangoon.

Rangoon. Thirty-five persons were 
in the eraft when it took off. 
Adverse weather was reported 
along the route of the glider short- 
ly after its departure. 
Adelaide, March 20. 

With thirty-five persons and the 
Royal Mail on board, the PP.C. 
No. 26 glider landed ‘safely here 
this morning from Singapore. The 
ship, which is the pride of the 
PPC, Line, was bound for 
Rangoon and Calcutta when it left 
the Straits Settlements last Sun- 
day, but was thrown off its course 
by winds. 

It this example is considered 
exaggerated, your correspondent 
would like somewhat to temper 


his criticism of gliders as reason- 
able conveyances in this day and 
age. To make the glider more 
manageable, why not add certain 
minor features to it? For instance, 
build it of duralumin with ailerons 
‘and rudders and like frills. Put 
pneumatic wheels under it, front 
‘and tail. Put the necessary con~ 
trols and levers and meters in it 
and finally put a gasoline engine 
‘and tank somewhere within the 
‘body and a propeller or two in 
front. Fill the tank with gasoline 
and start the thing off. Would it 
glide? We dare say it would. 
With its auxiliary power and 
various accessories it would be 
able to go places where the 
‘ordinary glider never set wheel. 
it could be safely said, would be 
shut down the engine—one could 
just glide and glide and use the 
engine as an added factor of Joco- 
motion. In short, such a glider, 
it could be safely said, would be 
able to compete with “most acto-

‘one of ‘more concubines in ad- 
ition to his legal spouse, and it is 
feven his duty to do so\ should it 
happen that Als wife has not borne 
‘him’ a son heir. 

‘Tradition sanctions such an action, 
for carly a8 2308 B.C, the famous 
Emperor Yao gave wo, 
daughters Oa Hwang (RQ) and Nu 
Ying e3€) ‘9. his. successor Shun 
(gp) to act as his consorts, while it 
was the custom for succeeding em- 
pperors to take many concubines, this 
being considered the best plan to 
prevent them desiring to seck ad- 
venture outside the palace, in which 
case they would be subject to all 
kinds of intrigue. 

Tt was Confucius, however, who 
made it imperative’ for one, ‘whose 
‘wife has not given birth to @ son, to 
tke a concubine, for he declared 
that three things ‘were undlial, and 
the first of these was to die without 
descendants. 


‘Another Custom 
Another extraordinary custom ts 
‘when certain men who, have given 
‘up hopes of having sons, provide a 
jwite for a nephew, though he may 
be already married, any children by 
{this second marriage being regarded 
1s descendants of the uncle. 

‘It is to be feared, however, that 
many concubines are taken ’ even 
when the line of descendants is duly 
provided for, and when a man rises 
toa high position or becomes wealthy, 
many suggestions are made to him 
bby friends and interested parties that 
he should take unto himself an I tai 
Pat (Mack) or “Sister Madame” as 
befits one who has become an im- 
portant personage. As a rule he is

Preliminary Negotlations 
In many ways the marriage with a 
concubine differs little from that of 
je regular wife. ‘The negotiations are 
nds of go-betweens, who 
farrange what shall be the amount of| 
re gift that the prospective husband 
tthall make to the relatives of the 
lady, for though the exact amount to 
be paid. is usually a mater of con- 
fiderable argument, any suggestion 
hat it is anything but a gift would 
be regarded as an insult. 

“rhe chair used for the ceremony 
must be an ordinary one, but may 
be decorated with festoons, and the 
fentrance to the bridegroom's house 
must be through the back door. The 
Jeeremony also’ takes place at night. 
[On her arrival the newcomer is taken 
othe ancestral hall or temple and 
introduced by the wife as a member 
Jot the family, and. after the bridal 
hight assumey’ her position as a re-| 
{gular member of the household. 

“The trouble comes when the man| 
aspires to take on other concubines, 
fand then in order to avoid trouble! 
he generally has a number of separate 
establishments, one for his wife and 
fone for each of his concubines. The 
recordin such matters is said to 
Ihave been made by the late General 
[Chang ‘Trung-ch’ang, “who was re- 
puted to have more concubines than 
soldiers. 

Statas of the Sons 

‘The sons of concubines take pre- 
Jcedence in accordance with "the! 
Status of thelr mother, and. the son 
fof the first concubine ‘even if he be 
Jyounger than the son of the second 
feoncubine yet takes precedence over 
him. Tt has happened in the past that 
Emperors or even ordinary men have 
wished to make the son of one of the 


























jother sons who may be senior to him. 
In order to make this legal they must 
either sign a document to this effect 
fo they have to call a meeting of the 
family clan and explain their reason 
for the change, they generally say 
that the eldest ‘son is feeble-minded 
oF otherwise unsuited for the position 
of future head of the family. 
Imperial concubines are called fei 
(48). those belonging to princes and 
nobles are known as chi (WS), while 
chich (@) is the name given to those 
of ordinary rank. ‘The common title

‘They must obey the orders of both 
the husband and his wife, and any 
presents to them should 'be given 
{through the wife, but unfortunately 
this custom is not always followed,

Ia Well-Orderea Houses 





In a well ordered household tne 
Ihusband is supposed to distribute his 


tavours impartially between his wife 
Jand his concubines, but the difficulties 
fof such a course’ are obvious, and 
many are the subterfuges used to 
hhide from the wife the true state of 
affairs. Sometimes she is wiser than 
‘she appears to be. and is content to 
suffer in silence. In fact it is to be 
feared that there is often much truth 
In the following cynical summary of 
ithe situation:—cou eh hsien CBE 
§®) “you do not care much for your 
‘ret wile,” erh chet al (2g) “you 
love your second wife,” san. ch't tang 
isu tung tat Rf) “the third 
Jone you treat as ancestor” (with great 
reverence). 

In large establishments there are 
sometimes mistresses who are used 
for pleasure only, and who have no 
status in the family. The ceremony 
folning them to their master usually 
takes ‘place outside the house. As 2 
rule they were formerly inmates of 
some house of entertainment and 
fbave attracted the attention of their 
raster, who. attaches them to his 
household after paying liberal com- 
pensation to those ‘who control them. 
They have not the standing of a con 
Jcubine, but aspire to such a postion, 
fand ‘often there are long and pro- 
racted negotiations before they ‘will 
Jsonsent to become mere mistress. 

If the wife becomes a lunatic or is 
ivoreed for bad behaviour the con- 
feubine may be promoted to the posi- 
tion of wife. If a wife is guilty of 
misconduct or illtreats her husband 
hhe ean send her back to her home, 
but must return her dowry. 

Concubines for similar reasons may 
be sent back to their homes, and in 
‘exceptional eases merely turned out 
of the house and left to their fate 
Mistresses have no standing and may 
bbe sent away without cause or 
reason.

Life in the vilage of Oberammer- 
satu has changed little since the days 
of the Middle Ages, which means that 
fhe quaint old place with its 2,000 
Inhabitants is one of the quietest 
pots in Germany. Yet it is famous 
all over the world, and between May 
‘and September of this year its name 
will ‘gure in the conversation of 
every Christian city in the world. 

It was just three centuries ago that 
the seene was ald for the tragedy 
destined to make Oberammergau a 
place of pilgrimage almost az famous 
fas Rome and Mecca. Death had cast 
this deep. shadow over the peaceful 
cottages of the little Bavarian hamlet. 
True, the echo of the Thirty Years 
War’ had” penetrated even into 
the lonely recesses of this mountain 
Valley, but neither Imperial or Swe- 
‘ish troops could. be accounted res- 
pponsible for the tragedy that envelop:

‘Three “infant parks” will one day 
serve the Shanghai public as the 
expansion of the city dictates new re- 
ereational facilities in the course of 
its growth, 

“These parks are in their “infancy” 
not so much in regard to size as in 
regard to development, it would seem, 
for Kiaochow Park, well north of the 
‘water works, will offer many new in- 
terests in addition to those already 
provided in the older parks. Together 
‘with Poyang Park, located beyond the 
Shanghat Power ‘Company's land, 
‘Klaochow Park will one day accommo- 
date hundreds. A “Students’ Garden’ 
is even now in the process at the 
latter park, where land is likewise 
being raised and alotted for a chil- 
dren's play-ground, tennis courts, at 
‘east one baseball’ diamond, and. for 
football. 

















S.M.C. Foresight 


With a canny eye on population 
figures, the Municipal Council acted 
in 1931 to. acquire the 45. 269 mow 
comprising the new park at a cost of 
‘Tis. 701,662.72, and since then Mr. 
W. J. Kerr has been busied with 
plans for its development. 

Poyang Park, in the meanwhile, is 
merely municipal property lying be- 
tween Poyang Road and Haichow 
Road, which is being raised. With 
faith’ unbounded in its possibilities, 
the Park department is looking years 
ahead to be ready for recreation seck- 
ers in the Yangtsepoo district. 


School's Plunder 


A. Chinese Girls’ School is being 
built on the site of Singapore Road, 
thus deducting approximately one 
half the park alottment of 24.911 mow. 
However, there still remain eleven 
‘swings, four see-saws and one sand-pit 
of the third ‘‘future” park. Small athle- 
tic meets are accommodated on the 
ash-surfaces area usually usurped in 
the early morning hours by those 
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Se 
cheery risers who indulge in morning 
exercise. 

However, despite these provisions 
for distant days, there still remain 
small areas scattered throughout the 
Settlement, most important among 
which are’ the Soochow Road Chil- 
dren's Playground and the Nanyang 
Children's Playground. The former 
drew 45,000 patrons last year, and 
‘must spare fond parents many an 
‘anxlous hour with its chain link wire 
{tence protecting the more adventurous. 
youngsters from a ducking In Soo- 
chow Creek. 

‘Opened in 1981 on the site of the 
former Municipal Conservatories, the 
play-ground boasts the usual swings, 
see-saws, slides and sand-pit. 

‘The Nanyang play-ground raised 
and re-modelled in 1933, recorded a 
tremendous increase in popularity 
last year. Attendance frigures jump 
ed from 42,055 to 69,544, and so it 
becomes apparent that the devisers 
‘of children’s parks in Shanghai know 
how best to please their constantly 
increasing family of young fun- 
lovers. 








‘Hungjao’s Nursery 
Minor spots throughout the city 
present constant planting and plan- 
ning problems to the superintendent 
of parks, who, after all, takes mighty 
pleasure, one suspects ‘in the exten- 
sive greenhouses at Jessfield Pai 
and the long reaches of plants at 
Hungjao Nursery. “Those two re- 
sevoirs of plant iife, feed the chain 
of municipal parks,'and permit the 
splendid horticultural exhibits to con- 
tinue both in the city’s*parks, and in 
{he Horticultural Show twice annual- 








iy. 
In fact, though {t cannot properly 
come under the head of “Municipal 
Parks,” Hungjao Nursery attracts 
hundreds of visitors weekly. Located

Beauty of Setting 
Oberammergau lies about sixty 
miles distant from Munich and is em- 
bedded in the Ammer mountains, the 
name given to one of the most a 
ractive spurs of the Bavarian Alps. 
The mean height of the Ammer Moun- 
tains, is 2,720 feet, but the outstanding. 
peak’ in this mountain chain of re- 
latively modest altitude, the Kofel, 
which dominates Oberammergau, 
tains 4361 feet. Oberammergau 
is a typical Bavarian mountain vil- 
lage, enclosed by magnificent forests. 
Some of the loveliest and most 
widely celebrated resorts in the Ba- 
varian Alps are within convenient 
reach. For example there is Gar- 
misch-Partenkirchen, which is famous 
as-a winter sport resort. ‘This place 
is the starting point of three moun- 
{ain railways, the Kreuseckbahn, the 
Wankbahn, and the Zugspitzbahn: The | 
last named conveys the visitor in less 
than two hours to the summit of Ger- 
many’s highest mountain peak, the | 
Zugspitze (9,633 feet). On the ‘road 
from Oberammergau ' to Garmisch- 
Partenkirehen lies the renowned Be- 
nedictine Abbey of Ettal, with its 
‘magnificent Pilgrimage Church, 


‘Again, no traveller to Oberammer- 
au should fail to visit the famous 
warian Royal Castles. In the se- 
cluded valley of Graswang, concealed 
surrounding heights, is Linderhot 
Castle, built and sumptuously Atted

| From Linderhol€ the visitor may pro- 
ceed to the Royal Castles of Hohen- 
schwangau and Neuschwanstein, both 
of which are world-famed. Neusch- 
wanstein, built by order of King Louis 
It between 1869 and 1886, in Roman- 
esque style amid grandiose scenery 
fon the gigantic cliffs dominating the | 
Poliat Gorge, is incontestably the | 
finest modern edifice of its kind and 
never fails to leave an indelible im- 
pression on the mind of every visitor.

‘Touring England with such a keen 
observer a5 Mr. J. B. Priestley acting 
as guide is a delightful experience. 
His new book, modestly described as 
‘a casual tour of the country, Is really 
fan essay on the lives and ‘homes of 
‘a great people, and is full of pen 
pletures of the human scene, and 
Gelvings into local history which so 

ha changing England. To 
the reader overseas who makes in- 
frequent trips to the land of his birth, 
‘Mr. Priestley revives his faith in the 
destiny of the country and in the 
genuineness of its institutions. ‘There 
may be injustices, unfair con- 
‘rasts, “inequalities “demanding -re- 
dress’ in these times of depression 
but Mr. Priestley manages to weave 
all of them into a picture on which 
the colours glow with a great human- 
ity. 

It is no mere record of castles, a 
lent cities and beautiful sights’ that 
‘author makes. Mr, Priestley be- 

in England and believes in a 
etter England. From Southampton 
to the Tyne and back to London he 
does not fail to plumb the characteris 
ties of the people and praise or 
criticize. He is jealous of the pre- 
servation of rural England and’ its 
hamlets. Although a native of the 
‘West Riding, he is fercely indignant 
‘at the encroachments of a rapacious 
modern industry which spoils the 





















countryside, although he bows 
to its" inevitable place in 
the scheme of things. We 


must have industry but it must be 
kept within bounds and not permitted 
to rob the country of its elds, hills 
‘and dales. He proudly revels in th 

independence and civic pride of some 
of the older cities, and cheerfully 
shares in the daily’ pl 
people even if they 

the village “pub.” In the northern 
industrial. counties, where depression 
hhangs lke a ‘over a once- 
flourishing area, he is righteously in 
digmant at an’ economie and social 
system which permits it. 

His picture of the skeleton of a 
former great industrial system is a 
graphic indictment, but the human
